REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN. 


The  Selectmen  of  Weymouth  submit  herewith  their  annual  re¬ 
port,  together  with  the  Accountant’s  statement  in  detail  of  the 
expenditures  under  the  several  appropriations  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1903. 

HIGHWAYS. 

No  recommendation  was  made  by  the  town  in  relation  to  con¬ 
tinuing  the  plan  adopted  in  1902,  of  employing  a  Superintendent 
of  Streets  and  Water  in  one  man.  The  plan  worked  satisfactorily 
to  this  board  and  so  far  as  we  were  informed,  to  the  water  board 
also ;  and  apparently  to  the  citizens  of  the  town.  This  being 
the  case,  the  same  course  was  adopted  for  the  year  past  and 
Ivers  M.  Low  was  again  chosen  by  the  joint  action  of  the  two 
boards. 

This  position  calls  for  somewhat  peculiar  qualifications  in  the 
incumbent,  if  he  is  to  get  along  without  serious  friction  between 
the  public  on  the  one  hand  and  the  employees  on  the  other,  and  at 
the  same  time  to  give  reasonable  satisfaction  to  two  boards,  who 
feel  that  they  are  ultimately  responsible  to  the  town  for  the  wise 
expenditure  of  the  appropriations  intrusted  to  them.  We  consider 
that  such  qualifications  are  possessed  in  a  good  degree  by  our 
superintendent  and  that  the  work  of  the  two  boards  has  been  as 
satisfactorily  conducted  as  can  reasonably  be  expected  by  one  man. 

If  the  economic  side  did  not  call  for  serious  consideration  the 
appointment  of  a  superintendent  for  each  department  might  be  a 
more  satisfactory  method  for  some  reasons,  but  with  so  much  in 
common  as  there  is  in  these  two  positions,  and  with  the  experience 
of  the  two  past  years  to  be  guided  by,  we  feel  that  it  is  a  safe 
practise  to  continue. 

Of  the  $14,208.63  appropriated  for  highway  repairs,  there  has 
been  expended  $13,814.62;  leaving  $394.01,  which  under  ordi¬ 
nary  conditions  should  take  care  of  the  department  until  the  com¬ 
ing  spring. 
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REMOVAL  OF  SNOW. 

The  call  for  expenditures  under  this  appropriation  have  been 
well  below  the  average  of  late  years,  and  an  unexpended  balance 
of  $1882.09  remains.  Judging  by  the  experience  of  the  past  year 
this  amount  should  suffice  for  the  remainder  of  the  financial  year, 
but  it  is  well  known  that  no  expenditure  of  the  town  can  be  so 
little  foreseen  as  that  for  this  purpose,  and  it  may  well  be  the 
case  that  twice  the  amount  of  this  balance  will  be  needed  befoie 

the  first  of  April. 

WEYMOUTH  AND  QUINCY  BRIDGE. 

The  new  steel  bridge  over  the  Fore  River  has  been  completed 
and  opened  for  public  travel.  The  commission  for  assessing  its 
cost  upon  the  towns,  cities  and  quasi  public  corporations  benefited 
by  it  has  not  yet  been  appointed  and  probably  will  not  be  for 
some  months.  We  are  therefore  unable  to  report  the  assessment 
which  this  fown  will  be  called  upon  to  meet  for  its  construction.  . 

Upon  the  request  of  the  city  government  of  Quincy  and  this 
board,  the  county  commissioners  have  petitioned  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Highway  Commission  to  accept  this  bridge  as  a  part  of  the 
State  Highway.  A  hearing  has  been  held  by  the  Commission  at 
which  the  board  was  present,  but  nothing  definite  is  yet  known  as 
to  the  outcome  of  the  petition. 

STREET  RAILWAYS. 

The  work  of  removing  the  ledge  upon  Pleasant  stieet  opposite 
the  house  of  John  Hanley,  Jr.,  has  been  completed  as  per  vote  of 
the  town  and  an  order  of  relocation  issued  to  the  Old  Colony 
Street  Railway  Company,  by  which  their  track  will  be  moved  at 
this  point  eight  feet  nearer  the  westerly  bound  of  the  road,  mak¬ 
ing  the  width  available  for  general  travel  that  amount  greater. 

The  grant  of  location  issued  in  1902  to  the  Holbrook,  Wey¬ 
mouth  and  Nantasket  Street  Railway  Company  upon  Randolph 
and  Hollis  streets  has  not  been  built,  and  we  see  no  probability 
that  it  will  be  constructed  by  that  company. 

STREET  NUMBERING. 

The  town  at  the  last  annual  meeting  having  appropriated  $700 
for  the  purpose  of  street  numbering  in  view  of  the  fact  that  free 
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delivery  of  the  mails  was  to  be  instituted,  the  board  contracted 
with  James  S.  Mason  &  Co.  of  Somerville  to  measure  all  streets 
and  to  number  all  houses  upon  them  for  $600  This  work  was 
accomplished  in  due  time  and  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  town, 
not  only  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  inaugurated,  but  in 
other  ways  as  well. 

TOWN  HOUSE. 

We  have  had  the  roof  of  the  Town  House  shingled,  the  interior 
whitewashed  and  painted  and  the  floors  cleansed  with  corrosive 
sublimate,  and  have  no  fears  but  that  the  annual  meeting  can  be 
held  there,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town,  with  perfect 
safety  to  those  attending. 

This  is  now  the  only  building  in  town  which  will  accommodate 
anything  like  a  full  town  meeting,  and  there  is  a  strong  feeling 
among  many  of  our  citizens  that  this  has  passed  the  days  of  its 
usefulness  as  a  town  hall,  especially  as  its  location  is  inconvenient 
of  access  by  modern  modes  of  travel. 

The  feeling  exists  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  town 
should  be  taking  action  toward  the  erection  of  a  modern  building 
located  at  some  place  upon  the  line  of  the  street  railway,  and  it  is 
probable  that  an  article  will  appear  in  the  warrant  looking  toward 
the  starting  of  a  movement  in  this  direction. 

SHADE  TREES. 

r 

We  have  reason,  as  a  town,  to  congratulate  ourselves  that  the 
past  year  has  been  an  unusuall}7  favorable  one  to  our  roadside 
shade  trees.  The  vigorous  measures  adopted  in  1902  worked  the 
destruction  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  elm  leaf  beetles,  and  a 
comparatively  small  amount  of  damage  by  them  was  noticed  the 
past  season.  By  the  weather  of  the  late  spring  and  early  summer 
being  peculiarly  adapted  to  the  production  of  a  strong  and  well- 
developed  foliage,  the  trees  were  well  able  to  resist  the  limited 
insect  attacks  made  on  them,  and  it  was  needful  to  resort  to 
spraying  but  to  a  small  extent. 

Under  these  conditions  we  have  been  obliged  to  expend  only 
about  one-half  the  appropriation  made  for  this  purpose,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $318.93.  To  many  who  today  enjoy  the  benefit  of 
these  roadside  shade  trees,  they  are  taken  as  a  matter  of  course ; 
but  to  those  who  remember  the  streets  of  the  town  as  they  were 
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fifty  years  ago  it  will  be  recalled  that  nearly  all  of  our  wealth  in 
this  direction  is  the  product  of  the  last  half  century  and  the  result 
of  the  labor  of  those  who  have  planted  and  tended  them  for  our 
benefit.  We  would,  therefore,  urge  that  the  same  appropriation 
be  made  for  this  purpose  as  last  year,  as  with  the  elm  leaf  beetle 
as  a  certainty,  and  the  gypsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth  as  always 
possible  factors  to  be  considered,  we  feel  that  the  appropriation 
is  none  too  large. 

We  have  as  yet  done  nothing  under  the  provisions  of  the  Tree 
Warden  Act  in  the  way  of  planting  out  new  trees,  but  we  recom¬ 
mend  that  a  beginning  be  made  next  season  upon  such  of  our 
streets  as  are  lacking  in  this  respect. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

It  is  the  constant  and  praiseworthy  effort  of  the  engineers  and 
firemen  to  maintain  each  year  the  equipment  and  efficiency  of  their 
department  fully  up  to  the  standard  of  the  past,  if  not  a  little  in 
advance  thereof,  and  we  believe  that  the  experience  of  the  past 
year  has  been  no  exception  to  the  rule. 

POLICE. 

It  is  due  to  our  small  police  force  to  acknowledge  that  its  effi¬ 
ciency  has  been  maintained  at  the  high  standard  of  previous 
years.  While  something  like  a  carnival  of  crime  and  lawlessness 
has  reigned  in  Boston  and  its  surrounding  cities  and  towns  during 
the  past  months,  we  have  been  exempt  from  any  unusual  display 
of  criminal  conduct,  a  fact  which  we  believe  may  be  fairly  attrib¬ 
uted  to  the  well-known  vigilance  and  faithfulness  of  our  police. 
The  old  adage  that  “An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of 
cure  ”  is  especially  applicable  in  the  preservation  of  order  and 
the  observance  of  law.  The  money  which  the  town  appropriates 
to  this  purpose  we  believe  to  be  well  expended,  and  we  trust 
there  will  be  no  effort  to  decrease  the  amount  the  coming  year. 

INTEREST  AND  DISCOUNT. 

By  an  oversight  in  making  the  estimate  of  the  needs  of  this 
appropriation  last  year,  the  Athens  Schoolhouse  notes  were  not 
taken  into  consideration,  and  the  amount  asked  for  was  $1,000 
less  than  it  should  have  been,  occasioning  an  overdraft  of 
$649.80. 
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BILLS  PAYABLE. 

One  note  of  $6,000  becomes  payable  May  1,  1904,  for  the 
payment  of  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  piovide.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  cases  of  sickness  from  con¬ 
tagious  diseases  reported  during  the  year :

The  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  scattered  along  through 
the  year,  January,  July  and  December  being  the  only  months 
when  no  case  was  reported.  The  number,  however,  has  been  less 
than  half  that  of  1902. 

Diphtheria  has  been  much  more  prevalent  than  the  previous 
year,  the  months  of  March  and  April  being  the  only  ones  when  no 
case  was  reported.  Of  the  sixty-five  cases  of  this  disease,  twen¬ 
ty-two  were  in  the  month  of  October,  a  large  proportion  of  which 
originated  from  the  Washington  School  where  the  conditions  be¬ 
came  alarmingly  near  to  an  epidemic.  The  school  was  closed 
from  September  30  to  October  14  and  under  the  advice  of  this 
board  the  School  Committee  had  all  the  conditions  remedied  which 
were  thought  conducive  to  the  spread  of  the  disease.  This  includ¬ 
ed  the  destruction  by  fire  of  many  books  and  much  othei  school 
material,  but  resulted  in  this  school-house  ceasing  to  be  a  center 
of  contagion.  A  few  scattered  cases  have  continued  to  be  report¬ 
ed  up  to  the  date  of  this  report. 

DRAINAGE  AT  WEYMOUTH  CENTER. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  appropriation  by  the  town  of 
$1000,  for  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance  of  the  low  grounds  at 
Weymouth  Center  was  a  wise  expenditure  of  money.  Complaints 
have  been  filed  with  the  board  for  several  years  of  the  conditions 
existing  at  this  point  by  reason  of  inadequate  drainage.  The 
whole  meadow  on  the  South  side  of  Broad  Street  has  now  been

filled  bv  Mr.  Edwin  Clapp,  and  under  this  appropriation  we  have 
laid  a  15  inch  drain  pipe  along  the  whole  length  ot  Mr.  Clapp’s 
frontage  on  this  street  and  also  across  the  street  to  take  the  drain¬ 
age  from  the  North  side,  and  extended  it  to  discharge  into  t  le 
ditch  which  is  the  only  outlet  for  water  from  this  section.  It  was 
necessary  to  fill  over  the  tile  drain  to  a  sufficient  depth  to  preven 
freezing,  and  while  doing  this  the  working  of  the  sidewalk  to 
carry  out  the  relocotion  of  this  section  of  Broad  Street  as  accept¬ 
ed  by  the  town  at  its  -last  annual  meeting  was  accomplished  at 
the  same  time,  so  no  appropriation  will  be  asked  for  this  purpose. 

There  is  still  complaint  from  residents  upon  this  street  that  the 
whole  course  of  the  ditch  as  far  as  to  a  point  in  the  rear  of  the 
almshouse  sheds,  upon  Essex  Street  needs  attention.  We  liar  e 
no  doubt  that  the  widening  and  deepening  of  the  ditch  would  be 
a  benefit  to  the  neighborhood,  but  it  seems  to  us  that  aside  from 

the  bridge  where  the  brook  crosses  Broad  Street  that  this  woi 

should  be  performed  by  the  owners  of  the  land  through  w  lie  1  i

The  above  estimates  have  been  prepared  with  care,  and  we 
consider  them  the  highest  limit  which  should  be  made,  as  with 
the  same  amount  expended  for  schools  as  last  year,  and  the  State 
and  County  taxes  the  same,  this  would  give  a  tax  rate  in  excess 
of  $21  on  a  thousand.  The  State  tax  is,  however,  liable  to  be 
materially  increased  by  reason  of  the  State  assuming  the  cost  of 
maiutenance  of  the  insane.

SUITS  AT  LAW. 

One  new  action  has  been  brought  against  the  town  during  the 
year.  It  is  by  the  town  of  Holbrook,  and  was  entered  in  the 
Superior  Court  at  Dedham  the  first  Monday  of  November  last. 
The  action  is  of  coutract,  to  recover  the  sum  of  $79,  expended 
by  Holbrook,  under  the  laws  for  the  relief  of  paupers,  as  aid  to 
one  Susan  Tower,  otherwise  known  as  Susan  Leech,  whose  legal 
settlement  is  alleged  to  be  in  Weymouth,  but  which  fact  is  denied 
by  the  latter  town. 

The  action  of  Quincy  vs.  Weymouth  has  been  partially  tried, 
but  no  decision  yet  entered. 

The  actions  of  Mary  A.  DeLorey,  administratrix,  and  Joseph 
U.  DeLorey  against  the  town  are  still  pending. 

Another  action  in  which  the  town  may  be  indirectly  interested 
was  entered  in  the  Superior  Court  on  the  first  Monday  in  July 
last,  by  Robert  M.  White  against  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
individually.  It  is  an  action  of  tort,  and  the  ad.  dam.  of  the 
writ  is  $5,000.  The  declaration  alleges,  in  substance,  that  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  without  right  and  without  the  plaintiff’s 
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consent,  took  possession  of  a  dwelling  house  belonging  to  the 
plaintiff,  and  occupied  by  the  late  George  Ford  as  tenant,  upon 
the  occasion  of  the  latter’s  fatal  illness  with  smallpox,  and  used 
the  same  as  a  hospital,  whereby  the  property  was  greatly  depre¬ 
ciated  in  value.  The  action  has  not  yet  been  reached  for  trial.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE 

POOR. 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  submit  the  following  report  of  this 
department  for  the  year  1903. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

William  T.  Brown  and  wife  were  again  employed  to  take^  charge 
of  the  establishment  as  Superintendent  and  Matron,  on  the  same 
terms  as  for  the  previous  year,  viz.  The  salary  to  be  $1,300, 
which  includes  compensation  of  all  help  employed  indoors  and  out 
for  the  ordinary  running  of  the  house  and  farm. 

The  efficient  character  of  the  supervision  of  the  previous  years 
during;  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown  have  been  with  us  has  been 
fully  maintained. 

The  condition  of  the  house  has  been  found  at  all  times  to  be 
clean  and  orderly,  the  decipline  good  and  the  care  of  the  inmates 
all  that  we  could  reasonably  expect.  Their  control  of  the  inmates, 
not  all  of  whom  are  easily  governed,  is  maintained  as  is  necessary 
in  an  institution  of  this  character,  with  firmness,  and  yet  in  a 
kindly  way.  The  supplies  are  always  ample  and  of  a  good  qual¬ 
ity.  Work  according  to  their  several  abilities  is  required  of  all 
inmates  who  are  able  to  work,  and  it  is  the  purpose  to  always 
have  something  on  hand  at  which  not  only  the  inmates,  but  the 
tramps  also  who  seek  lodging  and  food  may  be  employed.  The 
number  of  inmates  for  the  whole  or  portions  of  the  year,  not  in¬ 
cluding  boarders  and  those  having  no  settlement  in  this  town  has 
been  forty-four,  of  whom  twenty  eight  continue  at  the  close  of  the 
year. 

DEATHS. 

The  following  have  died  at  the  house  : — 

Rosa  Reidy,  age  75,  died  September  16,  1903. 

James  Field,  age  58,  died  October  13,  1903. 

Jeremiah  Haley,  age  57,  (State  case)  died  March  9,  1903. 
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Darnel  J.  O’Connell,  age  55,  died  August  24,  1903. 

Michael  Coughlin,  age  55,  (State  case)  died  December  23,  1903. 

The  cost  has  been  materially  reduced  from  that  of  the  previous 
year,  showing  by  the  accountants  statement  $o,/40.23  ;  but  these 
figures  include  the  cost  of  an  addition  to  the  cow  stable,  amount¬ 
ing  to  $311.32,  which  deducted  from  the  above  leaves  $3,428.91 
as  the  cost  of  the  town’s  poor  in  the  Almshouse  for  the  year,  be- 

in°'  a  cost  per  week  for  each  inmate  of  $2.68. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  paint  the  outside  of  the  house  duiing  the 
next  year,  and  very  desirable  that  a  new  floor  should  be  laid  in 
the  corridor  and  in  one  of  the  basement  100ms. 

HOSPITALS. 

As  the  maintenance  of  the  insane  poor  comes  upon  the  State 
after  January  1,  1904,  this  item  will  not  need  to  be  considered 
in  the  appropriations  hereafter. 

/ 

POOR  OUT  OF  HOUSE. 

The  whole  number  of  individuals  benefited  by  aid  out  of  house, 
including  those  with  a  settlement  here  who  have  been  aided  else¬ 
where,  is  two  hundred  and  seventy-one,  in  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  families  of  one  or  more.  Of  this  number  fifty-four  individ¬ 
uals  in  thirty  families  of  one  or  more  had  no  settlement  in  Wey¬ 
mouth,  and  the  expenditure  on  their  account,  amounting  to 
$1,603.34,  is  to  be  refunded  by  the  towns  of  their  settlement  or 

by  the  State. 

The  cost  of  the  town’s  poor  out  of  the  house  has  been 
$7,674.47,  a  reduction  in  that  of  last  year  of  $2,346.53. 

For  an  itemized  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  see  statement  of  the  AccountaDt.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen  : — I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1903: 

The  different  appropriations  have  been  expended  as  wisely  and 
economically  as  possible,  the  work  being  completed  within  the 
appropriations,  and  in  most  cases  a  balance  has  been  returned  to 
the  treasury. 

The  work  on  the  highways  was  of  the  nature  of  general  repairs, 
all  the  streets  receiving  some  attention.  Taken  as  a  whole,  the 
streets  are  in  good  condition,  but  there  are  many  needed  improve¬ 
ments  that  could  have  been  made  if  a  larger  appropriation  had 
been  available.  The  present  appropriation  is  expended  in  many 
and  various  ways,  some  of  which  are  but  indirectly  concerned  in 
improving  the  surface  of  the  streets.  The  cost  of  this  general 
maintenance  confines  the  work  to  repairs  only  and  leaves  nothing 
for  new  construction.  Under  these  conditions,  it  is  very  difficult 
to  show  any  decided  improvement  in  our  roads.  There  are  cer¬ 
tain  of  our  main  thoroughfares  which  have  to  sustain  an  increased 
amount  of  traffic  each  year.  As  soon  as  possible  these  streets 
should  be  rebuilt  with  a  more  permanent  road-bed,  as  they  are  too 
expensive  to  maintain  in  their  present  condition.  The  policy  of 
paving  gutters  and  building  surface  drains  should  be  pursued 
when  possible,  more  street  crossings  and  better  sidewalks  are 
among  the  improvements  I  would  suggest. 

STATE  ROAD. 

As  the  building  of  the  road  is  a  matter  of  considerable  interest 
to  the  public,  the  following  information  may  prove  interesting  : — 
The  proposed  road  begins  at  a  point  on  Washington  Street, 
near  its  junction  with  Broad  Street,  and  extending  in  a  southerly 
direction  via  Washington  and  Main  Streets  for  about  If  miles,  to 
a  point  nearly  opposite  the  residence  of  Nathaniel  Ells.  The  Wash- 
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ington  Street  section  will  be  of  macadam  construction,  varying  in 
width  from  15  to  20  feet,  making  a  total  of  3,800  feet,  or  nearly 
f  of  a  mile.  The  section  of  this  road  opposite  the  village  cem¬ 
etery  will  be  drained  by  a  12  inch  tile  drain.  The  thickness  of 
the  road  after  rolling  will  be  6  inches  in  the  center  and  4  inches 
on  the  sides.  The  approximate  number  of  tons  of  broken  stone 
is  2,150.  The  section  on  Main  Street  will  be  constructed  of 
gravel,  which  will  be  6  inches  thick  after  rolling.  The  bridge  at 
Mill  River  is  to  be  replaced  by  one  made  of  cement  concrete,  the 
Highway  Commissioners  to  furnish  the  cement  and  steel  rods  at 
the  nearest  railroad  station.  All  angles  in  the  road  will  be  lo¬ 
cated  by  stone  bounds,  necessary  drains,  water  courses,  and 
fences  will  be  placed  where  needed.  The  following  are  the  ap¬ 
proximate  quantities  of  the  work  to  be  done  : — 

1,050  cubic  yards  of  excavation,  at  $.50. 

870  cubic  yards  of  borrow,  at  $.50. 

10  cubic  yards  of  ledge,  at  $2.00. 

7  cubic  yards  Portland  cement,  concrete  masonry,  at  $8.00. 

7,250  square  yards  shaping  surface,  broken  stone,  at  $.30. 

2,150  tons  broken  stone,  in  place,  at  $1.40. 

1,456  feet  of  12  inch  vitrified  clay  pipe,  at  $.70. 

24  lineal  feet  8  inch  vitrified  clay  pipe,  at  $.45. 

36  lineal  feet  12  inch  water  pipe,  at  $1.75. 

1,950  lineal  feet  fencing,  used  as  guard  rail,  at  $.25. 

35  stone  bounds,  to  be  delivered  and  set,  at  $1.50. 

4  catch  basins,  frames  and  grate  furnished,  at  $25.00. 

2,100  cubic  yards  of  gravel,  at  $.85. 

Total  amount  of  contract,  $7,781.50. 

The  first  contract  submitted  to  the  town,  some  of  the  prices 
were  unsatisfactory  and  at  a  hearing  held  the  Commissioners 
granted  an  increase,  which  on  the  different  items  amounted  to 
$594.  50.  These  are  very  fair  prices,  and  do  not  think  the  Town 
will  lose  any  money  on  the  work  if  intelligently  handled.  The 
varying  local  conditions  and  the  different  character  of  the  work 
will  require  much  study.  To  get  the  most  economical  results  the 
labor  must  be  selected  from  those  who  have  not  only  the  ability, 
but  the  willingness  to  do  an  honest  day’s  work.  If  these  require¬ 
ments  are  complied  with  there  is  no  reason  why  the  Town  cannot 
have  1§  miles  of  road  paid  for,  and  maintained  by  the  State,  the 
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work  being  done  by  the  citizens  of  the  Town.  On  the  other 
hand,  when  let  out  to  a  private  contractor,  the  work  is  performed 
by  the  cheapest  labor  the  contractor  can  procure,  which  may  not 
be  citizens  of  the  town  in  which  the  work  is  done,  and  who  have 
no  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  community.  In  order  to  build 
this  road  economically,  a  good  outfit  must  be  obtained,  and  the 
Town  must  expend  some  money  for  this  purpose  before  the  work 
commences,  the  estimated  amount  about  $2,000.  The  principal 
expenditures  will  be  for  stone  crusher,  bins,  platform  scales,  tools, 
tool  boxes  and  sundries  including  house  for  portable  engine.  This 
is  a  liberal  estimate  for  a  new  modern  up-to-date  plant,  which 
will  do  the  work  for  this  road,  and  after  its  completion,  the  Town 
will  have  a  good  plant  for  its  own  use,  and  be  ready  for  the  next 
section  of  road  that  the  State  contemplates  building,  a  continua¬ 
tion  of  the  present  road  to  the  Abington  Line. 

STONE  CRUSHER. 

The  stone  crusher  erected  in  Ward  3  was  put  in  operation  early 
in  the  year  and  a  short  section  of  Washington  street  was  resur¬ 
faced  with  the  stone.  The  plant  was  given  a  good  test,  and  I 
have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  I  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  put 
it  in  complete  repair. 

PORTABLE  ENGINE. 

The  portable  engine  purchased  by  the  Town  has  proven  itself 
satisfactory  in  every  respect.  It  was  used  on  the  stone  crusher 
for  the  steam  drills  while  removing  ledge  on  Pleasant  street  and 
furnished  power  for  filling  silo  at  the  Almshouse. 

REMOVAL  OF  SNOW. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  but  one  exceptionally  heavy 
storm,  which  occurred  February  16th.  It  was  necessary  to  cart 
some  of  the  snow  away  after  the  storm.  The  usual  amount  has 
been  reserved  for  snow  this  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  prove 
sufficient. 

HIGHWAY  APPROPRIATIONS. 

The  special  Highway  appropriations  are  as  follows : 

Holbrook  Road. — The  street  was  resurfaced  with  gra .  el  and 
sidewalks  built. 
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Summer  Street. — This  street  received  a  good  coat  of  gravel ; 
in  working  road  to  its  proper  width  had  to  remove  a  large  quan¬ 
tity  of  heavy  stones,  which  had  been  left  there  when  water  pipe 
was  laid.  Encountered  some  ledge,  which  required  blasting. 

Summit  Street.— The  entire  length  of  this  street  was  in  such 
condition  that  no  apparent  improvement  would  have  been  notice¬ 
able  if  the  money  appropriated  had  been  distributed  over  its  entire 
surface.  The  money  was  therefore  expended  between  Keith 
Street  and  Granite  Street.  Built  catch-basin  near  residence  of 
James  Condrick  and  laid  pipe  across  the  road.  Constructed  side¬ 
walk  on  south  side  between  Keith  and  Granite  Streets.  In  order 
to  grade  the  street  properly  blasting  was  necessary  before  resur¬ 
facing  with  gravel.  Considering  the  amount  of  money  appiopii- 
ated,  a  very  creditable  showing  was  made.  I  he  street  needs 
improvements  from  the  point  where  the  work  stops  to  Webb 
Street. 

Pleasant  Street. — The  ledge  on  Pleasant  Street  was  removed. 
Two  steam  drills  were  employed,  steam  being  furnished  by  the 
portable  boiler  owned  by  the  Town,  work  being  completed  in  July. 


WARD  ONE. 

All  the  streets  received  general  attention,  gutters  and  streets 
being  cleaned  when  needed  and  such  repairs  made  as  deemed 
necessary.  The  most  important  were  as  follows  : 

North  Street  near  Pearl  Street,  resurfaced  with  gravel. 

Church  Street  from  North  Street  to  Commercial  Street,  grav¬ 
eled  in  places. 

River  Street  where  most  needed,  between  Bridge  Street  and 
end. 

Sea  Street  from  North  Street  to  Athens  Street  on  easterly  side. 

Gravel  or  cinder  sidewalks  built  on  the  following  streets  : 

Lincoln  Street,  short  piece  near  North  Street ;  slight  repairs 
on  Athens  and  Pearl  Streets ;  Neck  Street,  near  Bridge  Street ; 
Lovell  Street  in  sections ;  North  Street  from  Sea  Street  to  Bob¬ 
bin’s  Hill,  another  section  from  Norton  Street  to  Church  Street; 
Sea  Street  resurfaced  where  needed;  Bridge  Street  from  Sea 
Street  near  residence  of  J.  Holbrook  ;  Church  and  Commercial 
Streets, 7 'from  Old  North  Church  to  Ward  3  line,  graveled  under 
appropriation  available  from  Tufts  Fund.  Rebuilt  wall  and  re- 
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graded  sidewalk  near  residence  of  David  Ford.  Paved  gutter 
with  cobble  stones  on  Shaw  Street.  This  will  prevent  the  wash¬ 
outs  to  which  the  street  has  been  liable.  Also  paved  gutter  on 
Sea  Street,  near  Estate  of  E.  S.  Beals,  widening  the  street  at  this 
point.  The  importance  of  paving  gutters  can  hardly  be  over-esti¬ 
mated,  a  single  wash-out  being  sometimes  more  expensive  than 
their  entire  cost.  Rebuilt  catch  basin  between  Pearl  and  Bridge 
Streets,  furnishing  new  cover  and  frame.  The  road  machine  was 
used  on  the  streets  where  it  could  be  worked  to  an  advantage. 


WARD  TWO. 


The  most  important  work  in  this  ward  is  as  follows  : — 

Broad  Street. — Resurfaced  different  portions  with  gravel  from 
Commercial  Street  to  Ward  3  line. 

Commercial  Street. — From  Cottage  Street  to  Station  Avenue, 
gravelled  and  rolled. 

Madison  Street. — Section  gray^lled  nearly  opposite  Dizer’s  Shoe 
Shop. 

Putnam  Street. — From  Broad  Street  to  Chard  Street. 

Laurel  Street. — Shaped  with  road  machine  and  rolled  with 
steam  roller.  This  street  should  receive  a  good  covering  of  gravel, 
as  it  is  used  very  much  by  heavy  teams,  to  avoid  hill  at  Central 
Square. 

The  road  machine  was  used  on  the  following  streets  : — 

Maple,  Chard,  Middle,  Commercial,  Hawthorne,  Charles,  Lake, 
Broad  and  High  Streets.  The  above  roads  received  other  slight 
repairs. 

Broad  Street. — Paved  gutter  and  raised  curb  from  point  oppo¬ 
site- the  Postoffice  to  Shawmut  Street  on  the  southerly  side,  and 
from  the  catch  basin  on  north  side  to  the  store  of  W.  P.  Den- 
broeder ;  also  paved  a  portion  of  Shawmut  Street,  near  Wash¬ 
burn  Street. 

These  sections  of  the  above  streets  have  always  washed  badly 
during  heavy  rains,  which  I  believe  the  paving  has  remedied. 

Sidewalks  have  been  built  and  repaired  as  follows  : — 

Broad  Street. — From  Middle  Street  to  Ward  Two  line. 

Putnam  Street — From  Broad  Street  to  Chard  Street. 

Lafayette  Avenue. — Short  section.

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Commercial  Street. — From  Commercial  Square  to  Reed’s 
Crossing. 

Pleasant  Street. — From  W ater  Street  to  point  opposite  Daniel 
Reidy’s. 

Water  Street. — From  Pleasant  Street  to  School  Street. 

Broad  Street. — New  sidewalk  built  on  street  widening  taken 
from  land  owned  by  Edwin  Clapp,  and  catch  basin  constructed. 

Lake  Street. — In  very  poor  condition  and  needs  a  general  re¬ 
building.  Some  special  appropriation  should  be  made  for  this 
street,  as  the  repairs  are  too  extensive  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
regular  appropriation. 

WARD  THREE. 

The  drains  and  gutters  have  received  careful  attention.  The 
road  machine  was  used  on  the  streets  where  possible.  The  prin¬ 
cipal  repairs  were  as  follows  : — 

Washington  Street. — This  road  was  resurfaced  between  Rich 
mond  and  Broad  Streets  with  crushed  stone ;  relaid  gutter  on 
east  side  from  Prospect  Street  to  Richmond  Street,  as  recom¬ 
mended  in  last  year’s  report.  East  of  Main  Street  across  what 
is  known  as  Sunken  Hole,  excavated  to  a  depth  of  10  inches ; 
filled  with  large  stone  and  covered  with  gravel.  Neglected  por¬ 
tion  of  street  between  Main  and  Broad  Streets,  as  it  is  to  be  re¬ 
built  the  coming  year  as  a  State  highway. 

Commercial  Street. — Regraded  and  i oiled  from  Webb  Street  to 
Ward  1  line. 

The  following  sidewalks  were  repaired  : 

Granite  Street  south  of  Prospect  Street. 

Prospect  Street  from  Washington  Street  to  Granite  Street. 

Commercial  Street  from  railroad  station  to  railroad  crossing 
near  Webb  Street. 

Front  Street  opposite  Village  Cemetery. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  after  the  State  completes  the  section  on 
Washington  Street  that  this  road  may  be  continued  to  the  Brain¬ 
tree  line,  making  a  great  and  needed  improvement  on  Academy 

Hill. 

Broad  Street  from  Washington  Street  to  Phillips  Street  should 
be  resurfaced  with  crushed  stone. 
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WARD  FOUR. 

The  principal  work  was  done  on  Pleasant  Street,  which  was 
resurfaced  where  most  needed,  the  heaviest  work  being  done  near 
Park  avenue;  also  constructed  cinder  sidewalks  from  Ward  2 
line  to  Washington  Street. 

Washington  Street,  used  road  machine  from  Middle  Street  to 
Ward  3  line. 

Built  cinder  walks  from  Pleasant  Street  to  residence  of  H.  D. 
Tisdale. 

Summer  Street  between  West  street  and  Ward  3  line  there 
were  a  number  of  ledges  which  impeded  and  made  travel  danger¬ 
ous.  Removed  by  blasting  and  patched  with  gravel. 

Mill  Street. — Repaired  sidewalks. 

Main  Street. — As  it  is  expected  that  this  road  will  be  accepted 
as  a  State  highway,  have  made  as  few  repairs  as  possible.  The 
sidewalks  also  need  resurfacing,  but  as  the  stone  crusher  will  fur¬ 
nish  superior  material,  thought  it  wise  to  wait  until  stone  dust 
was  available. 

Middle  Street. — Removed  stones  laid  bare  by  travel,  patched 
with  gravel. 

WARD  FIVE. 

The  work  has  been  distributed  over  the  different  streets  in  the 
ward.  I  will  not  attempt  to  enumerate  all  the  little  jobs.  The 
streets,  gutters  and  drains  were  carefully  cleaned  from  time  to 
time.  Used  the  road  machine  where  possible.  This  ward  is 
handicapped  by  having  to  haul  its  gravel  so  far,  there  being  no 
suitable  material  in  the  ward,  all  coming  from  gravel  pits  near 
Nash’s  Corner,  Ward  4. 

The  principal  work  was  as  follows  : — 

Pleasant  and  Pond  Streets  from  Columbian  Square  to  South 
Weymouth  Railroad  Station  resurfaced  with  gravel  and  thorough¬ 
ly  rolled.  These  streets  are  subjected  to  the  heaviest  travel  in 
the  ward. 

Union  Street. — Scraped  with  road  machine  and  gravelled  where 
most  needed  from  Bates  Avenue  to  Rockland  line.  This  street  is 

a  very  important  thoroughfare  and  it  should  be  rebuilt  in  a 

» 

thorough  manner  from  Bates  Avenue  to  Rockland.  The  sub-soil 
on  this  street  is  of  such  a  nature,  that  it  holds  the  water  during 
the  wet  weather.  With  a  portable  stone  crusher,  suitable  stone 
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would  no  doubt  be  found  near  this  street,  saving  the  excessive 
haul  of  gravel  as  at  present. 

Columbian  Street. — From  Pleasant  Street  to  Main  Street. 
Pleasant  Street. — From  Park  Street  to  Park  Avenue,  and  Bate* 
Avenue  are  among  the  streets  which  will  require  attention  soon.

OLD  HOME  WEEK,  JULY  26— AUGUST  1,  1903. 


At  the  suggestion  of  the  Editor  of  the  East  Weymouth  Tran¬ 
script,  an  article  was  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  held  in  March,  1903,  which  resulted  in  an  appropriation  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  Historical  Society,  in  the  observance  by  the  town,  of  Old 
Home  Week. 

The  society  accepted  the  trust  imposed  upon  it  with  diffidence, 
but  with  a  determination  to  do  its  utmost  to  make  the  week  a 
memorable  one.  A  committee  of  its  membership,  consisting  of 
Walter  L.  Bates,  Martin  E.  Hawes,  John  J.  Loud,  Herbert  A. 
Newton  and  Henry  B.  Reed,  representing  the  different  villages  of 
the  town,  was  chosen  to  attend  to  the  details  of  the  celebration. 

The  committee  had  no  precedents  to  follow  and  the  experiences 
of  no  previous  celebration  of  the  kind,  in  Weymouth,  to  tell  them 
what  to  attempt,  or  what  to  avoid,  in  their  efforts  to  make  enjoy¬ 
able  this  first  “welcome  home”  of  our  honored  town  to  her  absent 
children.  It  seemed  to  them  that  an  inspiring  public  gathering, 
at  some  central  place  accessible  to  all  our  citizens,  with  popular 
addresses,  singing  by  the  children  of  the  public  schools  and  a  con¬ 
cert  by  a  military  band,  would  be  most  appropriate  for  an  official 
program,  and  a  celebration  of  this  character  held  upon  the 
grounds  of  the  Weymouth  High  School,  on  the  afternoon  of 
Wednesday,  July  29,  was  largely  attended. 

But  it  was  very  early  made  clear  to  the  committee  that  a  town 
composed  of  so  many  detached  villages  could  not  conveniently 
make  one  public  meeting  answer  for  all,  and  thej^  believed  that 
the  several  villages,  the  churches  and  patriotic  and  social  organ¬ 
izations  could  be  depended  upon,  if  the  idea  was  wisely  presented 
to  them,  to  carry  out,  each  in  its  own  way,  the  social  and  kindly 
suggestions  inherent  in  the  idea  of  Old  Home  Week.  I  hey 
therefore  issued  calls  for  special  meetings  in  each  precinct,  and 
the  public-spirited  residents  of  each  locality  eventually  organized 
themselves,  appointed  their  own  committees,  solicited  subscrip- 
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tions  and  in  friendly  emulation  strove  to  outdo  each  other  in  the 
appropriateness,  extent  and  popular  features  of  their  programs. 

If  we  enumerate  the  crowded  audiences  at  the  Old  North  and 
Baptist  churches  upon  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  Sunday,  July 
26,  the  popular  gatherings  at  East  Weymouth  on  Monday,  at 
North  Weymouth  on  Tuesday,  at  Weymouth  on  Thursday,  at 
South  Weymouth  on  Saturday,  and  the  celebration  of  the  Fiftieth 
Anniversary  of  the  Weymouth  High  School  with  the  Reunion  of 
its  Alumni  on  Friday,  we  have  simply  named  the  more  conspicu¬ 
ous  features  of  the  week.  Hundreds  of  former  residents  came 
back,  as  invited  guests,  to  the  scenes  of  their  childhood,  for  one 
or  another  of  these  occasions,  and  many  a  heart  was  made  glad 
by  the  presence  of  friends  long  absent  and  sadly  missed. 

It  may  be  justly  claimed  therefore  that  the  town’s  appropriation 
of  two  hundred  dollars,  of  which  there  remains  an  unexpended 
balance,  resulted,  directly  and  indirectly,  in  a  continuous  succes¬ 
sion  of  festivities,  lasting  the  entire  week,  at  an  expense,  to  pri¬ 
vate  contributors  of  about  one  thousand  dollars  in  money  and  of 
many  times  that  amount  in  the  unselfish  labors  of  public-spirited 
citizens. 

The  local  press  was  generous  in  giving  its  columns  in  advance 
to  every  helpful  suggestion  and  in  reporting  faithfully  all  that  was 
done,  while  the  great  Boston  dailies  outdid  themselves  in  the  at¬ 
tention  they  paid  to  the  occurrences  of  the  week  at  Weymouth. 
To  the  files  of  any  of  these  papers  reference  can  be  had  for  the 
thousand  details  which  cannot  be  itemized  here.  To  mention  any 
of  these  as  especially  deserving  to  be  remembered  would  be  to  do 
injustice  to  many  others.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS. 


I  have  visited  places  where  cattle  are  kept  twice  this  year  on 
account  of  the  prevalence  of  foot-and-mouth  disease,  and  we 
found  no  cases  of  that  disease  in  town.  Have  found  five  cases 
of  tuberculosis  and  three  cases  of  glanders  in  horses.  There 
were  in  town  December  1st,  713  head  of  cattle,  young  stock 
included,  which  I  considered  in  fairly  good  condition  then.

REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEERS  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPT* 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen  : — I  respectfully  submit  my  report  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  was  organized  April  27,  1903,  with 
choice  of  G.  M.  Pratt,  Chief;  W.  O.  Collyer,  Clerk;  other -mem¬ 
bers  are  J.  R.  Walsh,  D.  W.  Hart,  and  W.  W.  Pratt. 

There  are  in  the  Department  166  men,  and  the  apparatus  con¬ 
sists  of  seven  hose  wagons,  four  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  two 
steamers  and  one  chemical. 

There  have  been  many  improvements  in  and  around  the  houses  ; 
a  small  addition  was  made  to  Ward  One  house,  so  as  to  allow  the 
use  of  harnesses  given  them  by  the  people  in  that  ward. 

The  front  of  the  house  in  Ward  Three  was  changed,  making 
three  doors,  an  improvement  in  looks  as  well  as  convenience. 

The  old  wooden  platform  was  removed  from  the  house  inWard 
Five  and  the  incline  paved,  making  a  safe  and  permanent  job. 

The  house  in  Ward  Four  (Nash’s  Corner)  has  been  painted 
this  year.  The  houses  are  now  in  good  condition  and  only  need 
usual  repairs,  painting,  etc. 

Hose  Wagon  No.  7  has  been  painted  the  past  year.  Steamer 
No.  1  has  been  repaired.  This  was  done  by  a  special  committee 
and  was  turned  over  to  the  department  in  first-class  shape.  The 
department  suffered  no  inconvenience  during  repairs,  as  the  com¬ 
mittee  furnished  a  steamer  to  take  its  place. 

The  apparatus  is  now,  with  the  exception  of  Steamer  2,  in  good 
condition,  and  usual  repairs  and  some  new  hose  is  all  that  is 
needed. 

The  steamer  in  Ward  Two  is  in  very  bad  condition  and  is 
liable  to  be  out  of  commission  at  any  time.  I  think  it  should  be 
repaired  at  once,  and  not  wait  until  it  is  used  up,  as  we  are  tak¬ 
ing  chances  of  injuring  some  one  badly  and  perhaps  killing  them. 
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I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  matter  of  horses  for  the 
department.  While  some  of  the  wards  are  fairly  well  supplied, 
the  service  is  not  what  it  should  be.  In  Ward  Two  the  horses 
are  a  long  way  from  the  house,  but  the  service  rendered  by  the 
two  parties  who  furnish  them  is  first-class  work,  considering  the 
distance.  There  is  a  system  in  use  in  many  towns  of  having  the 
horses  in  the  fire  department  used  for  other  purposes,  on  town 
roads,  watering  carts,  etc.  This  is  a  matter  that  should  be  looked 
up  with  a  view  of  improving  the  department  in  this  direction. 

I  wrould  suggest  that  the  matter  be  brought  up  at  the  annual 
meeting.

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To  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers : 

Gentlemen  : — Thinking  but  a  few  of  the  citizens  know  how  the 
Fire  Alarm  system  has  grown,  I  will  state  a  few  facts  in  regard 
to  it. 

It  is  about  twelve  years  since  the  system  was  introduced,  and 
in  that  time  it  has  more  than  doubled.  There  were  about  twenty- 
two  miles  of  wire,  fifteen  boxes,  two  bell  strikers,  two  whistle 
machines  and  five  tappers,  and  these  [all  connected  in  one  circuit 
with  seventy- five  cells  of  gravity  battery  furnishing  the  power  to 
work  the  system. 

New  boxes  have  been  added  each  year  and  the  line  extended, 
so  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  thirty-eight  boxes,  over  forty 
miles  of  wire,  six  gongs  and  eight  tappers  besides  the  whistle 
machines  and  bell  strikers. 

A  five-circuit  repeater  and  protector-board  have  been  added 
and  the  line  divided  into  four  circuits.  As  each  mile  of  wire  and 
set  of  magnets  add  resistance,  more  battery  has  been  added. 
One  hundred  and  sixty-five  are  now  required  to  do  the  work. 

The  line  is  in  good  repair  and  has  given  very  little  trouble. 

The  line  has  been  extended  from  the  pumping  station  to  the 
corner  of  Randolph  and  Forest  Streets,  and  Box  61  has  been 
located  there. 

Placing  a  telephone  in  my  house  makes  it  very  convenient  and 
saves  lots  of  time  in  notifying  me  in  case  of  trouble.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIGHTING  COMHITTEE. 


4 } 

Weymouth,  January  1,  1904. 

The  Lighting  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report : — 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  March  3,  1903,  it  was 

Voted,  To  raise  aud  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,000  for  electric 
lighting,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  following  com¬ 
mittee  :  Frank  H.  Mason,  chairman  ;  George  W.  Baker,  Matthew 
O’Dowd,  A.  Francis  Barnes  and  W.  J.  Coleman.  Your  com¬ 
mittee  made  a  contract  with  the  Weymouth  Light  and  Power  Co. 
to  light  the  streets  by  electricity  on  a  basis  of  33  arc  lights  and 
277  incandescent  lights  for  the  sum  of  $583.34  per  month,  less 
rebates  for  poor  lights  and  lights  not  burning. 

It  was  found  that  there  was  in  use  in  the  town  282  incandescent 
lights  and  33  arc  lights. 

The  Light  and  Power  Co.  agreed  to  accept  the  rebate  for  the 
year  for  the  extra  five  lights,  and  further  agreed  that  if  the  re¬ 
bates  were  not  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  same,  which  is  $85,  that 
they  would  not  make  any  charge  to  the  town  over  and  above  the 
amount  of  the  rebate. 

We  have  received  several  requests  for  additional  lights,  but 
could  not  grant  them,  as  we  had  no  appropriation  at  our  disposal 
for  that  purpose. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  put  in  a  few  of  these 
lights,  the  same  to  be  put  in  under  the  direction  of  the  Lighting 
Committee. 

While  we  have  had  complaints  for  lights  out,  we  have  always 
tried  to  see  that  the  light  was  seen  to  at  once.  We  have  also  had 
complaints  from  parties,  of  boys  breaking  the  globes  with  shot 
guns  and  have  known  where  the  electric  lights  were  replaced  that 
they  would  be  broken  the  next  day.  We  have  notified  the  com¬ 
pany  of  the  fact  and  it  will  be  attended  to. 

In  the  following  resolutions  we  express  our  sympathy  for  the 
loss  of  our  Chairman,  Frank  H.  Mason.

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Whereas,  It  has  pleased  our  Heavenly  Father  to  remove  Frank 
H.  Mason  from  our  midst,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  citizens  of  Weymouth  have  lost  an  ideal 
citizen  and  a  faithful  public  servant,  who  was  stricken  down  in 
the  maturity  of  his  powers. 

Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  entered  upon  our  records  as 
a  tribute  of  honor  and  respect. 

The  Weymouth  Light  and  Power  Company  has  greatly  improved 
its  street-lighting  system  by  substituting  all  new  arc  lamps  and 
fixtures  of  the  latest  up-to-date  pattern. 

The  company  has  also  put  in  the  latest  and  most  perfect  con¬ 
trolling  device  for  the  system,  which  reduces  to  a  minimum  the 
liability  of  the  Town  being  in  darkness  on  stormy  nights  when  the 
lights  are  most  needed.  During  the  short  time  that  this  system 
has  been  in  operation  the  improvement  has  been  marked,  and  the 
deductions  made  for  lights  “out”  have  been  very  few  since  the 
system  has  been  in  use. 

The  company  has  added  to  its  power  plant  a  new  engine  and 
electric  generator  of  250  horse  power,  and  also  two  new  con¬ 
densers  of  the  latest  type,  and  is  putting  its  whole  equipment  in 
first-class  condition. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  can  feel  assured  that  it  will  have  as, 
efficient  service  as  it  is  possible  to  give,  and  second  to  none.

WORK  WITH  THE  SCHOOLS.

Sixty- six  teachers  have  borrowed  2,674  volumes  on  their 
special  cards,  but  this  indicates  only  a  small  part  of  the  library’s 
helpfulness  to  the  scholars.  Before  the  close  of  the  summer  term 
a  graded  list  of  books  wras  sent  to  every  school  below  the  High 
School,  with  the  request  that  the  teachers  should  ask  their  pupils 
to  read  two,  at  least,  of  the  books  listed,  during  the  vacation, 
with  the  expectation  that  the  first  language  lesson  of  the  fall  term 
would  be  on  “  The  Books  I  have  Read  During  Vacation.”  The 
result  was  very  gratifying;  such  books  as  “Ragged  Dick,” 
“Tattered  Tom”  and  the  “  Optic  Books  ”  had  more  rest  than 
usual,  and  better  books  were  in  constant  demand. 

In  the  spring  Mr.  Sherman,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
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suggested  that  books  be  sent  to  those  schools  situated  at  so  great 
a  distance  that  the  pupils  received  little  benefit  from  the  library. 
This  seemed  impossible  at  first  without  buying  many  books,  but 
at  length  it  was  decided  that  enough  suitable  and  interesting 
.  books  from  those  not  of  recent  date  could  be  furnished  to  start 
the  work.  The  School  Committee  provided  the  boxes  and  early 
in  the  present  school  year  the  work  was  begun.  Twenty-five  to 
thirty  books  each  are  now  sent  every  two  months  to  the  Athens, 
Bicknell,  Franklin,  Jefferson,  Pratt,  Shaw  and  Washington 
schools. 

The  High  School  borrows  books  for  study  only,  but  the  lower 
grades  read  good  stories  and  juvenile  works  of  travel,  history, 
poetry,  natural  science  and  fine  and  useful  arts. 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  CIRCULATION. 

Arts,  .020;  biography,  .025;  fiction,  including  juvenile,  .711; 
history,  .034;  literature,  .018 ;  natural  science,  .017;  poetry, 
.009;  social  science,  .012;  theology,  .003;  travels,  .034;  peri¬ 
odicals,  .117. 

The  statistics  of  circulation  show  that,  although  4,600  more 
books  were  loaned  this  year  than  the  previous  year,  the  per  cent, 
of  fiction  decreased  .027.  The  largest  increase  was  in  period¬ 
icals. 

The  demand  for  the  current  magazines  is  very  great,  and  extra 
copies  are  subscribed  for  to  supply  this  demand.  All  of  the 
magazines  may  be  borrowed  excepting  one  copy  of  the  current 
number,  which  is  kept  in  the  reading  room.  A  list  of  the  period¬ 
icals  may  be  found  in  Appendix  B. 

REGISTRATION  OF  BORROWERS. 

The  total  number  of  applicants  to  date  is  4,711,  306  having 
registered  during  the  year.  Special  non-fiction  cards  were 
given  to  157  persons. 

STUDENT’S  CARD. 

The  Student’s  card  is  issued  for  a  limited  period  to  anyone 

needing  a  number  of  books  for  special  study.  A  few  were  made 
use  of  during  the  year. 
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P;XAMINATI0N  OF  THE  BOOKS. 

The  annual  examination  of  the  books  was  made  at  the  usual 
time  and  9  books  are  still  unaccounted  for.  2  books  reported 
lost  last  year  have  since  been  found.  More  than  3,500  volumes 
have  been  repaired  and  covered  at  the  library,  besides  224  vol¬ 
umes  which  were  sent  to  the  binders.  108  books  too  badly  worn 
or  too  much  soiled  to  circulate  longer  have  been  withdrawn. 

ACCESSIONS. 

There  have  been  696  volumes  added  during  the  year.  86  vol¬ 
umes  replace  wTorn  out  books  and  167  volumes  including  public 
documents  have  been  donated.  The  trustees  are  always  glad  to 
receive  suggestions  for  purchase  and  comply  with  all  requests  as 
far  as  possible.  There  have  been  many  books  recommended  din¬ 
ing  the  year  that  have  been  added  to  the  library.  The  demands 
of  the  various  clubs  have  been  met  in  most  cases  but  to  facilitate 
this  work,  lists  of  the  books  needed  should  be  sent  to  the  library 
as  soon  as  the  programs  are  prepared,  as  it  is  often  difficult  to 
procure  special  books.

INTER-LIBRARY  LOANS. 

The  Inter-Library  loan  system,  as  in  the  preceding  year,  was  a 
benefit  to  some  students,  and  thanks  are  due  the  Boston  Public 
Library  for  granting  the  use  of  its  books  to  the  library. 

CATALOGS. 

Class  List  No.  3,  prepared  during  1903,  has  been  printed  and  is 
very  helpful.  There  are  now  three  class  lists,  cataloging  the 
books  to  the  date  of  issue.  A  bulletin  should  be  printed  each 
year  until  enough  books  have  been  added  to  form  a  supplement 
to  the  class  lists.  The  bulletin  for  1903  was  not  issued  on 
account  of  the  expense,  but  the  trustees  hope  to  print  one  the 
coming  year.  Part  2  of  the  Fiction  list  containing  the  titles  of 
all  books  in  this  class  should  be  published  soon. 

The  card  catalog,  the  only  complete  catalog  possible,  is  kept 
up  to  date,  but  to  make  it  a  modern  catalog,  worthy  of  the  library, 
it  should  be  thoroughly  revised  and  placed  in  a  new  case. 

The  accessions  of  the  year  have  been  listed  in  the  Gazette,  as 
usual. 

READING  AND  REFERENCE  ROOM. 

A  case  for  the  periodicals  has  been  placed  in  the  Reading 
Room,  on  which  the  magazines  are  arranged  alphabetically.  . 
During  the  coming  year  the  books  in  this  department  should  be 
classified  and  renumbered,  so  that  one  may  easily  find  the  needed 
book. 

No  record  of  statistics,  of  the  help  given  or  books  used  in  the 
Reference  Room  is  kept,  but  no  department  of  the  library  is  more 
important,  and  this  branch  of  library  work  is  constantly  increas¬ 
ing. 

The  important  books  of  reference  added  are  The  Encyclopaedia 
Britannica  Supplement,  11  v.  ;  Hazell’s  Annual,  Massachusetts 
Year  book,  and  the  Statesman’s  Year  book  for  1903  ;  Larned’s 
Literature  of  American  history ;  March’s  Thesaurus  Dictionary  of 
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the  English  language  ;  Phyfe’s  5000  facts  and  fancies ;  and  the 
Supplement  to  Poole’s  Index  to  Periodical  literature,  v5. 

Although  this  room  should  be  very  quiet,  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  some  persons  have  thought  it  a  good  place  in  which  to  carry 
on  long  conversations  with  their  friends,  thus  preventing  others 
from  using  the  room  for  its  legitimate  purpose.  Every  one  in 
any  way  disturbed  is  requested  to  make  complaint  to  the  librarian. 

ART  EXHIBITIONS. 

Ten  exhibitions  of  photographs  were  held  in  the  Reading  Room. 
The  subjects  were  Alaska,  Elson  Prints,  Early  Venice,  Switzer¬ 
land  No.  2,  China,  English  Country  Houses,  Harper’s  Black  and 
White  prints,  and  Yachts.  During  “Old  Home  Week”,  celebra¬ 
ted  this  year  by  the  town  for  the  first  time,  the  library  held  an 
exhibition  of  paintings  by  artists  of  Weymouth  and  vicinity  which 
was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  residents  and  visitors. 

Thursday,  July  30,  was  appointed  as  special  Library  Day,  and 
all  day  until  nearly  9  o’clock  in  the  evening  the  rooms  were 
filled  with  people. 

The  exhibition  was  a  great  success  and  the  thanks  of  all  are 
due  to  the  artists  who  so  generously  loaned  their  paintings.  The 
names  of  the  artists  are  as  follows:  Mrs.  H.  B.  Bachelder,  W.

Books  and  pamphlets  have  been  received  from  thirty  different 
sources ;  the  reports,  bulletins  or  other  publications  from  forty- 
seven  libraries ;  the  Weymouth  Gazette,  Weymouth  Transcript 
and  Woman’s  Journal,  from  the  publishers,  and  The  Musician 
from  Mr.  Gutterson.  These  gifts  are  appreciated,  and  the 
Trustees  herewith  thank  the  donors. 
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With  deep  sorrow  the  death  of  Frank  H.  Mason  is  here  re¬ 
corded.  Chosen  as  Trustee  of  the  Library  by  the  town  in  March, 
1892,  he  was  prominent  in  its  management  and  always  took 
great  interest  in  its  welfare.  For  more  than  twelve  years  he  was 
clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  for  more  than 
,  four  years  a  valuable  member  of  the  Book  Committee.  He  be¬ 
lieved  in  the  library  as  an  educational  force  in  the  town  and  was 
willing  to  devote  time  and  energy  to  its  growth  and  prosperity.

SPECIAL  REPORT. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Tufts  Library, 
April  11th,  1903,  called  to  consider  the  leasing  of  the  store  occu¬ 
pied  by  James  W.  Rand  to  the  United  States  Postoffice  Depart¬ 
ment  for  a  postoffice,  a  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to 
investigate  and  report  at  an  adjourned  meeting,  April  18th.  The 
committee  reported  that  the  United  States  Postoffice  Department 
would  lease  the  store  at  a  rental  of  $450  per  year,  to  include 
light,  heat  and  water,  and  required  the  Trustees  to  tit  up  the  store 
for  a  postoffice  complete  ready  for  occupancy  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Postoffice  Department.  It  was  voted  to  lease  the 
stoie  to  the  United  States  Postoffice  Department,  and  a  committee 
was  chosen  to  carry  out  the  same.  After  some  discussion  as  to 
the  manner  of  raising  the  money  to  fit  up  the  store,  Mr.  Augustus 
J.  Richaids,  President  of  the  Board,  offered  to  loan  the  amount 
required  to  furnish  the  store  for  a  postoffice  with  interest  at  6  per 
cent.,  and  he  to  receive  fifty  dollars  and  interest  on  the  same  every 
quarter  when  the  rent  was  paid,  and  at  the  end  of  the  term  of 
the  lease,  which  is  four  and  one-half  years  from  July  1st,  1903, 
Mr.  Richards  would  have  received  payment  for  money  loaned  and 
interest  and  the  postoffice  fittiugs  would  become  the  property 
of  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  and  The  Town,  or  Tufts  Library, 
would  receive  full  benefit  of  the  increased  rental.  The  rent 
recei\ed  before  by  the  Library  was  two  hundred  dollars  per  year.

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ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING. 

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant,  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  was  held  at  Odd  Fellows 
Opera  House,  East  Weymouth,  on  Monday,  March  9,  1903,  the 
meeting  being  called  to  order  at  7  :30  P.  M.,  and  the  warrant 
read  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Article  1.  Hon.  Louis  A.  Cook  was  elected  Moderator  by 
ballot,  the  check  list  being  used  in  the  election. 

Art.  2.  No  action  was  taken  under  this  article. 

Art.  3.  The  Selectmen  made  their  report  in  print,  stating 
that  on  page  2  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  and 
Water  should  read  $1,600  instead  of  $1,400. 

Voted,  That  the  report  be  accepted. 

Voted,  That  the  reports  of  the  several  boards  of  town  officials 
(except  the  School  Committee)  be  accepted  as  printed. 

Voted,  Not  to  accept  the  report  of  the  School  Committee. 

The  Selectmen  made  the  following  supplementary  reports  : 

SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN  AS  TO 

“ALEWIFE  FUND.” 

Weymouth,  March  9,  1903. 

Pursuant  to  the  vote  of  instructions  passed  at  the  last  annual 
meeting,  the  Selectmen  have  petitioned  the  Legislature  of  1903 
for  legislation  which  shall  be  effectual  to  remove  the  conditions  on 
which  the  “Ale wife  Fund”  was  required  to  be  held  by  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Chapter  92  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1846. 

The  petition  and  accompanying  bill  was  introduced  into  the 
Legislature  by  Representative  Willis  and  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Towns.  This  committee,  after  due  notice,  granted 
a  hearing  on  the  matter  on  February  25,  which  hearing  the 
Selectmen,  with  others  representing  the  town,  attended. 

No  one  appeared  in  opposition  and  the  said  committee  reported 
as  “ought  to  pass”  a  bill  entitled,  “An  Act  to  Remove  the  Con¬ 
ditions  on  which  a  Certain  Fund  is  Held  by  the  Town  of  Wey¬ 
mouth.” 

This  bill  has  been  engrossed  by  the  Senate  and  has  been  ordered 
to  its  third  reading  in  the  House,  and  in  all  probability  will  be¬ 
come  law  within  a  few  days.  This  Act  provides  for  the  repeal  of 
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Section  5  of  Chapter  92  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1846.  One  of 
the  immediate  and  practical  results  of  this  legislation  is  to  obvi¬ 
ate  the  necessity  of  the  town’s  each  year  raising  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  fifty-two  ($252)  dollars  as  an  equivalent  of  the  income 
from  the  “Alewife  Fund”  and  also  in  having  to  specially  appro- 
priate  the  same  to  the  use  of  schools,  as  has  been  required  here¬ 
tofore. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  IN  REGARD  TO  THE 

PRATT  SCHOOL  FUND. 

As  to  the  Pratt  School  Fund,  the  Selectmen,  acting  on  behalf 
of  the  town,  as  heretofore  authorized,  have  caused  proceedings  to 
be  begun  for  the  purpose  of  liaviug  the  Supreme  Court  determine 
the  questions  referred  to  in  our  report  on  this  subject  of  last  year. 

In  consequence  of  the  changed  conditions  since  this  fund  was 
established,  the  matter  is  somewhat  complicated.  There  are 
many  parties  required  by  law  to  be  duly  notified  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings,  and  the  matter  has  not  yet  come  before  the  court  to  be 
heard  on  its  merits. 

Voted,  That  the  report  be  accepted.

The  work  done  by  the  town  on  Summit  street  has  greatly 
improved  the  approaches  in  that  direction,  and  we  trust  a  suffi¬ 
cient  sum  may  be  appropriated  this  year  to  complete  the  work  of 
widening  and  grading. 

Beals  Park  has  been  kept  in  its  usual  condition  during  the  past 
year.  On  account  of  the  heavy  rains  during  the  early  spring  the 
pond  was  unusually  full  of  water,  consequently  it  could  not  be 
cleaned  as  it  should,  and  the  water  became  somewhat  stagnant 
and  caused  some  uneasiness  among  the  people  who  reside  near  it, 
but  by  turning  on  town  water  to  quite  a  large  extent  it  finally 
became  clear  and  apprehension  of  disease  vanished.  A  dividing 
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fence  has  been  erected  between  the  park  and  the  estate  of  the  late 

Dr.  Turner.  This  fence  should  be  continued,  thereby  separating 
other  and  adjoining  property  from  the  park  itself.

Mr.  C.  B.  Cushing  continues  as  Accountant  at  a  salary  of 
$215. 

Mr.  G.  M.  Pratt  continues  as  Register  and  Collector  at  a 
salary  of  $235. 

Mr.  C.  B.  Klingemann  is  Engineer  of  the  Pumping  Station  at 
a  salary  of  $1,000. 

In  April  Mr.  G.  M.  Pratt  was  employed  to  make  a  complete 
inspection  of  the  fixtures  in  town  and,  as  Register,  to  re-adjust 
charges.  The  result  was  very  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  from  a 
financial  standpoint,  also  other  benefits  to  the  service.  After 
this  inspection  it  was  thought  best  to  have  a  new  edition  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  printed,  with  a  few  changes.  One  of  these 
was  sent  to  every  water  taker  with  the  October  bills,  and  we  now 
think  that  no  one  can  claim  ignorance  of  them.  A  detailed 
report  of  this  inspection  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages. 

After  receiving  many  complaints  the  following  was  sent  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health  : 

“We,  the  Water  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth, 
respectfully  petition  your  Honorable  Board  to  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  polution  and  to 
secure  the  sanitary  protection  of  the  waters  of  Weymouth  Great 
Pond,  the  source  of  water  supply  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Weymouth.” 

The  representatives  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  with  a 
representative  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  visited  the 
pond  on  August  26,  1903.  On  September  3,  1903,  the  State 
Board  of  Health  submitted  rules  and  regulations  which  were 
accepted  by  this  Board  September  17,  1903.  These  rules  and 
regulations  were  printed  in  the  local  papers,  and  are  also  on  file 
in  the  office,  and  it  is  the  intention  to  post  them  around  the  pond 
in  the  early  spring,  and  to  strictly  enforce  them. 

While  we  believe  that  this  will  be  a  great  help,  we  think  the 


only  complete  remedy  will  be  the  acquirement,  by  purchase  or 
otherwise,  of  all  the  land  around  the  pond,  or  at  least  all  objec¬ 
tionable  points. 

Of  the  money  expended  for  construction  the  past  year  about 
$1,500  was  expended  for  the  improvement  of  the  service,  such  as 
connecting  dead  ends,  replacing  old  services,  etc.  There  is  still 
need  for  much  more  in  this  direction,  particularly  the  following : 

Complete  Front  street,  from  rear  of  Stetson  Shoe  Company 
factory,  to  junction  of  Main  street.  This  was  started  last  fall. 

Connect  Tower  avenue  to  Torrey  street,  also  Lovell  street  to 
Neck  street. 

On  October  1  we  lost,  by  death,  our  Chairman,  Mr.  F.  H. 
Mason.  Our  feelings  are  best  expressed  by  the  resolutions  which 
follow  this  report. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Torrey  was  chosen  Chairman  pro  tern.,  and  is  still 
acting  in  that  position.  As  the  work  for  the  year  was  all  laid 
out  and  well  advanced,  it  was  thought  best  not  to  put  the  town  to 
the  expense  of  a  special  election  to  fill  the  vacancy,  that  being 
the  only  way  it  could  be  filled  under  the  Water  Act. 

An  appropriation  of  $6,000  is  asked,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
such  extensions  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  ensuing 
year,  also  an  appropriation  from  the  revenue  of  the  works  to  be 
applied  as  follows :

Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  inspection  of 
the  fixtures  in  town  : 

Starting,  as  I  did,  behind  the  parties  who  were  numbering  the 
houses,  I  was  able  to  get  street  and  number  of  each  service, 
which  will  be  a  great  help  in  cases  of  transfer,  and  gives  them  an 
identity  not  before  had. 

I  have  tried  to  get  everything  that  should  be  a  revenue  to  the 
department,  and  while  I  think  1  got  most  of  it,  there  is  no  doubt 
I  did  not  get  it  all.  I  think  perhaps  that  is  impossible. 

The  failure  of  the  department  to  get  all  of  the  revenue  in  the 
past  cannot  be  laid  to  the  water  takers  alone.  The  department 
should  inspect  oftener,  but  most  of  it  the  water  takers  were  to 
blame  for.  The  reasons  given  by  them  would  take  too  much 
space,  if  I  could  remember  all  of  them.  I  therefore  state  a  few 

of  them  in  my  own  way. 

Not  a  few  seemed  to  think  that  anything  to  beat  the  depart¬ 
ment  out  of  a  dollar  for  water  was  all  right,  if  they  did  not  get 
caught ;  others  claimed  to  have  paid  all  bills  that  were  presented 
to  Them,  and  were  not  to  blame  if  the  charges  were  not  right. 
The  rules  and  regulations  say  they  shall  report  any  changes  or 
additions.  Some  seemed  to  think  that  because  they  paid  one  rate 
on  a  fixture  they  had  a  right  to  use  the  water  for  other  purposes 
than  that  for  which  it  was  charged,  which  the  rules  do  not  allow. 
Much  -trouble  was  had  with  parties  using  hose.  Some  seemed 
to  think  that  if  they  only  used  it  once  in  a  while  they  should  not 
pay  for  it,  and  in  some  cases  flatly  denied  that  they  had  used  it  at 
all,  when  every  indication  and  from  information  I  think  this  was 
not  true.  The  rule  in  regard  to  the  sealing  fixture  should  be  en¬ 
forced.

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as  anything,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say  I  am  not  satisfied  in  that 
direction  with  the  result. 

Iheie  ere  a  great  many  people  who  keep  one  or  more  horses  or 
cows,  who  lefuse  to  pay  water  rates  for  them.  Many  reasons  are 
given  for  this  refusal,  some  claim  to  have  wells  or  brooks  which 
they  use,  while  not  a  few  claim  to  use  the  public  fountains.  In 
many  cases  these  wells  and  brooks  are  a  long  distance  from  the 
stable,  and  in  some  cases  pumps,  etc.,  show  long  disuse.  In  re¬ 
gard  to  the  fountains,  some  said  they  drove  past  them  going  to 

and  from  work,  others  said  their  teams  were  on  the  road  all  of  the 
time. 

d  he  question  seems  to  be,  does  the  Town  pay  water  rates  on 
diinking  fountains  as  a  Humane  act?  Or  do  they  do  so  that  some 
people  can  get  clear  of  paying  water  rates  to  this  Department? 

Also  are  there  not  times  when  it  is  impossible  to  use  either 
wells,  biooks  01  fountains,  and  if  this  is  so,  do  not  these  parties 
use  some  water  taken  from  the  pipes,  and  if  they  use  any  at  all 
should  they  not  pay  full  rates? 

Having  always  been  in  favor  of  metres  this  inspection  makes 
me  stronger  in  favor  of  them.  Metres  are  also  the  inspectors  ; 
people  will  keep  these  fixtures  in  repair  and  stop  the  waste; 
they  will  pay  for  all  they  use  and  no  more. 

I  found  the  fixtures  in  fairly  good  condition  ;  every  one  was 
cautioned  to  keep  them  tight,  and  to  prevent  waste  as  much  as 

possible.  A  few  were  notified  to  repair  at  once,  which  I  have  no 
doubt  will  be  done.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners : 

Gentlemen  : — I  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1903. 

POND. 

Owing  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  pond  audits  surroundings,  there 
were  many  people  visiting  the  pond  during  the  summer  months, 
and  a  number  of  small  houses  have  been  erected  on  its  shores. 
Considerable  comment  has  been  made  as  to  the  liability  of  the  wa¬ 
ter  being  contaminated.  These  conditions  were  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  who  made  an  investigation  of 
the  pond  and  its  surroundings.  While  nothing  of  an  alarming 
nature  was  discovered,  a  regular  inspection  of  the  pond  should  be 
made,  and  no  precaution  neglected  which  will  prevent  its  pollution, 
as  the  value  of  a  pure  water  supply  to  a  community  can  hardly  be 
over-estimated.  In  a  following  report  find  the  results  of  the  wa¬ 
ter  analysis  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

PUMPING  STATION. 

Building  and  grounds  in  good  condition.  The  Deane  Com¬ 
pound  Duplex  Pump  was  given  a  general  overhauling,  most  of  the 
work  being  done  by  the  engineer  and  his  assistant.  All  the  pumps 
have  received  careful  attention  and  are  in  good  working  order. 
Many  changes  and  improvements  have  been  made  from  time  to 
time,  which  though  small  in  themselves,  have  collectively  added 
much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  plant,  and  a  substantial  increase  has 
been  made  in  the  duty  of  the  engines  which  proves  the  economical 
value  of  these  changes.  One  boiler  was  reset  early  in  the  year. 
Both  boilers  are  in  poor  condition.  From  the  report  of  the  boiler 
inspector,  it  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  a  new  boiler  the  com¬ 
ing  year,  as  he  has  practically  condemned  the  boiler  now  in  use, 
by  requesting  us  to  reduce  the  steam  pressure.  As  these  boilers 
have  been  in  use  12  and  18  years  respectively,  this  is  not  surpris- 
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ing,  and  a  new  boiler  should  be  purchased  at  once  so  as  to  be  ready 
for  use  during  the  summer  season.  I  would  recommend  the  new 
boiler  be  of  sufficient  horse  power  to  furnish  steam  for  entire  plant, 
using  old  boiler  as  an  auxiliary,  and  next  year  replace  this  with  a 
new  one.  We  will  then  have  boilers  which  will  be  ready  for  any 
emergency. 

STAND  PIPE. 

The  stand  pipe  was  thoroughly  cleaned  and  the  outside  was 
painted,  the  work  being  done  by  the  employes  of  this  department. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  paint  the  inside  this  year. 

MAINS. 

During  the  year  3,228  feet  of  main  pipe  has  been  laid.  Of 
this  amount,  436  feet  of  6  inch  was  laid  on  Chard  street,  connect¬ 
ing  with  dead  end  on  Hillside  avenue,  thereby  eliminating  two 
dead  ends  and  creating  a  circulation  on  this  line  between  Broad 
and  Middle  streets.  Encountered  a  great  deal  of  ledge  on  this 
extension,  which  added  greatly  to  its  cost.  Laid  515  feet  on 
Front  street  from  junction  of  West  street  south.  A  6-inch  cast 
iron  main  was  laid  as  a  fire  service  for  the  Stetson  Shoe  Company. 
This  extension  should  be  continued  to  Main  street,  and  would 
result  in  better  service  not  only  for  the  immediate  vicinity,  but  for 
Weymouth  Landing  as  well.  Bayview  street,  laid  474  feet  of  6 
inch,  connecting  with  main  on  Holbrook  road. 

There  was  only  one  leak  in  the  mains.  This  was  in  a  12-inch 
main  opposite  No.  95  Union  street;  cause,  cracked  pipe.  Also 
repaired  leak  for  the  Bradley  Fertilizer  Company ;  cause,  broken 
hydrant  in  yard. 

From  the  reports  of  other  departments  we  have  as  little  trouble 
in  this  respect  as  any  that  comes  to  my  notice ;  which  cannot  but 
reflect  credit  as  to  the  thoroughness  with  which  the  work  has 
been  performed. 

HYDRANTS 

Have  received  the  usual  attention,  cleaned  and  repaired  when 
necessary.  During  the  cold  weather  they  are  regularly  inspected, 
and  e\ eiy  precaution  taken  that  they  are  in  good  working  order 
in  case  of  fire.  One  new  hydrant  has  been  added  on  Front 
street,  near  factory  of  the  Stetson  Shoe  Company,  and  one  on 
Hillside  a\enue  used  as  a  blow-off,  which  was  discontinued  when 
Charles  street  extension  was  completed.

WATER  WASTE. 


The  importance  of  this  subject  is  not  realized  by  the  ordinary 
water  taker.  The  fallacy  that  water  is  as  free  as  the  air  you 
breathe  has  been  long  since  exploded  ;  it  may  be  in  the  pond,  but 
it  costs  something  to  pump  it,  and  deliver  through  miles  of  pipe 
to  your  faucet.  Water  is  one  of  the  necessities  of  life,  both 
animal  and  vegetable,  and  its  liberal  use  should  be  encouiaged. 
In  our  case  there  is  plenty  of  water  at  the  source  of  supply,  but 
there  will  soon  be  lack  of  means  of  distribution,  if  excessive 
waste  is  not  prevented.  The  first  effect  of  this  waste  is  to  tax 
the  carrying  capacity  of  our  mains,  which  results  in  pool  fire  pro¬ 
tection  and  insufficient  pressure  in  many  houses ;  it  is  also  felt  in 
the  pumping  station,  extra  machinery  required  and  coal  con¬ 
sumed  to  pump  water  that  is  wasted,  as  much  or  more  than  is 
pumped  for  use.  In  the  city  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  by  the  restriction 
of  the  excessive  waste,  they  increased  the  pressure  on  their  fire 
hydrants  from  20  to  60  pounds  per  square  inch ;  no  new  pumps 
or  source  of  supply,  simply  reduction  of  the  waste.  The  import¬ 
ance  of  keeping  plumbing  fixtures  in  repair  is  not  realized  by  the 
average  water  taker,  and  very  few  have  even  an  approximate 
idea  of  the  ’quantities  of  water  which  may  be  wasted  through 
small 'openings.

The  above  openings  are  all  smaller  than  the  ordinary  house 
faucets,  and  it  can  be  readily  seen  what  enormous  quantities  can 
be  wasted  through  small  openings.  From  the  above  table  and 
our  meter  rates,  a  leak  of  x*  of  an  inch  will  represent  a  waste  of 
465,595  gallons  per  year,  or  waste  to  the  value  of  $142.  Each 
water  taker  thinks  that  his  leak  amounts  to  nothing,  but  the 
above  table  shows,  I  hope,  its  importance  in  the  aggregate  to  this 
department.  The  question  of  how  to  stop  this  waste  is  answered 
by  installing  meters  and  make  the  water  taker  who  is  wasteful 
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pay  for  it.  The  system  whereby  a  family  of  two  have  to  pay  as 
much  as  a  family  of  eight  is  very  unfair.  You  buy  your  coal, 
wood,  oil  and  groceries  by  measure,  why  not  your  water?  There 
are  several  varieties  of  meters  that  are  accurate  to  within  one  per 
cent.,  and  that  is  in  favor  of  the  consumer.  It  has  been  argued 
that  meters  would  restrict  the  necessary  use  of  water.  When  it  is 
to  be  considered  that  this  department  will  deliver  at  any  tap  in 
your  house  at  an  expense  of  about  one  cent  per  barrel,  the 
water  taker  can  afford  to  pay  for  all  the  water  that  he  uses 
legitimately.  In  some  instances  the  water  department  thinks  that 
the  installation  and  care  of  meters  would  cost  more  than  the  water 
wasted.  This  may  be  true  here.  In  any  event,  the  prevention 
of  this  unnecessary  waste  is  no  hardship  to  any  one,  and  a  fair 
amount  of  co-operation,  resulting  in  its  reduction,  will  be  a  benefit 

to  all  and  the  postponing  of  the  time  when  expensive  extension 
will  become  necessary.

ENGINEER’S  REPORT. 


South  Weymouth,  Jan.  1,  1904. 

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  and  Superintendent  of 
Water  Works : — 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  present  my  report  of  opeiations  at 

Pumping  Station  for  year  of  1903. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  followed  up  the  practice  of  getting 
right  after  repairs  as  soon  as  they  were  found  necessary,  and 
using  my  other  spare  time  in  making  changes  and  impio\ements, 
which  have  shown  very  good  results  in  the  efficiency  of  the 
station. 

The  consumption  of  water  during  the  hot  weather,  at  the  time 
when  the  whole  town  was  drawing  from  the  stand-pipe,  and  dur¬ 
ing  the  latter  part  of  May,  and  first  part  of  June,  was  more  than 
this  station  was  equal  to  handle,  and  this  with  both  pumps  in 
first-class  condition.  Between  the  hours  of  5.30  p.  m.  and  8.00 
p.  m.,  for  two  weeks  steady,  pumping  for  the  whole  town,  and 
both  pumps  running  at  full  capacity,  or  pumping  147,000  gallons 
per  hour,  1  found  that  stand-pipe  was  losing  3  feet,  or  28,200 
gallons  per  hour. 

This  would  make  for  the  two  and  one-half  hours  above  mention¬ 
ed,  amount  pumped,  367,500  gallons;  amount  lost  in  stand-pipe 
while  pumping,  70,500  gallons  ;  total  consumption  for  the  two  and 

one-half  hours,  438,000  gallons. 

On  a  great  many  other  days  during  the  summer,  between  these 

hours,  the  station  would  barely  hold  the  consumption. 

The  above  figures,  I  think,  will  amply  show  the  watei  takeis, 
the  reason  why  water  should  be  used  legitimately  and  not  waste- 
fully  in  this  town  during  summer  months,  and  for  lawn  spi inkling 

during  stated  number  of  hours  only. 

You  will  note  by  inspector’s  report,  that  the  Hartford  Steam 
Boiler  Inspection  and  Insurance  Co.,  has  sent  notice  that  the 
steam  pressure  on  Number  2  boiler  be  considerably  i educed,  and 
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this  to  be  done  inside  of  a  year  from  date  of  inspector’s  report, 
which  practically  means  a  new  boiler,  as  this  plant  cannot  stand 
for  any  such  reduction  of  pressure  carried. 

This  boiler  has  been  in  operation  some  fifteen  years,  or  there 
about. 

In  regard  to  this  matter  of  a  new  boiler  I  would  suggest  that  it 
is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  works  are  growing,  and  a  boiler 
of  capacity  for  future  use  be  installed. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  when  making  this  change,  the  condi¬ 
tion  and  years  of  service  of  Number  1  boiler  be  taken  into  consid¬ 
eration,  as  this  boiler  shows  signs  of  deterioation,  as  shell  is  pit¬ 
ting,  and  some  of  the  rivets  gradually  wasting  away,  and  I  should 
say  in  two  or  three  years  at  the  most,  this  boiler  will  require  a  re¬ 
duction  of  steam  pressure,  as  boiler  has  seen  about  nineteen  years 
of  service,  being  the  first  boiler  installed  in  the  equipment  of  the 
station. 

Following  is  a  list  of  most  important  repairs  made  during  the 
past  year. 

The  large  Deane  pump  was  thoroughly  overhauled  by  me  ;  all 
machine  work  was  shipped  to  Holyoke,  and  done  at  Deane  Steam 
Pump  Co’s,  shop,  while  I  was  making  the  repairs  on  same  at  sta¬ 
tion  of  parts  which  I  found  unnecessary  to  send  away.  I  found 
it  necessary  to  reline  up  this  whole  machine,  as  one  side  had 
shown  signs  of  considerable  settling. 

Two  high  pressure  cylinders  were  rebored;  one  new  20  inch  low 
pressure  cylinder  was  put  on,  taking  place  of  cylinder  which  was 
cracked ;  piston  rods  trued  up  and  stuffing-boxes  rebushed  ;  pis¬ 
ton  rods  on  water  end  recovered  with  brass  tubes ;  plunger  rings 
rebored  and  new  plungers  fitted  to  same  ;  new  valve  rods  made  ; 
new  high  pressure  pistons  and  rings  made ;  slide  valves  and  seats 
refaced,  etc.,  etc. 

The  steam  end  of  this  pump  and  all  connecting  pipes  were  re¬ 
covered  with  asbestos  covering  after  the  completion  of  the  work, 
and  the  machine  started  up  and  has  done  excellent  service  ever 
since. 

Under  No.  2  boiler  I  put  new  fire  boxes,  and  re-bricked  over 
same,  and  also  changed  style  of  setting  under  this  boiler,  doing 
away  altogether  with  second  bridge  wall,  changing  combustion 
chamber  and  pitching  grates,  and  after  making  these  alterations 
this  boiler  showed  a  considerable  gain  in  efficiency. 
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No.  1  boiler  was  reset,  the  brick  work  being  in  very  poor  con¬ 
dition. 

This  setting  was  put  in  the  same  as  No.  2  boiler  after  making 
the  changes,  and  showed  a  considerable  gain  in  efficiency. 

Repiped  water  column  connections  with  brass  pipe  and  brass- 

fittings  throughout. 

Six  new  tubes  were  put  in  boilers,  and  those  which  I  took  out 

were  in  very  poor  condition. 

Blow-off  pipe  from  boilers  under  floor  was  renewed. 

The  hot-well  I  completely  closed  in  by  laying  a  slate  slab  in 
cement,  and  putting  in  man-hole  cover  for  access  to  well  for 

cleaning. 

Repiped  steam  guages  in  boiler  room  and  took  out  and  replaced 
such  other  old  pipes  as  required  renewing. 

Re-wired  telemeter  wires  inside  of  building ;  made  changes  of 
improvement  about  the  grounds  outside  of  station,  etc. 

I  should  like  to  see  a  few  heavier  poles  set  at  some  places  on 
telemeter  line,  as  some  of  present  poles  are  in  very  poor  condi¬ 
tion  and  one  pole  having  been  broken  off  during  a  severe  storm, 
crossing  telemeter  wires  with  wires  of  much  higher  voltage. 

I  have  seen  to  it  that  all  employes  in  any  way  connected  in  the 
operation  of  this  station  have  received  their  proper  licenses,  so  as 

to  comply  with  the  State  law  to  that  effect. 

The  value  of  the  repairs  and  alterations  made,  and  also  value 
of  keeping  plant  in  perfect  repair  (laying  aside  the  necessity  of 
such  in  summer  service)  may  be  clearly  shown  by  reference  to 
the  following  records  of  performance  of  both  pumps,  showing  a 
very  increased  etliciency  in  gallons  of  water  pumped  per  pound  of 
coal,  based  on  total  consumption  of  coal  since  I  started  in  to 
make  repairs.

The  increase  for  supplies  was  made  necessary  for  several  rea¬ 
sons. 

1.  The  establishment  of  a  business  course  of  study  at  High 
school  which  necessitated  the  purchase  of  additional  typewriters, 
and  supply  of  stationery,  etc.,  wholly  different  from  general  use. 

2.  The  advancement  in  drawing  required  more  costly  supplies 
than  used  previously. 

3.  Contagious  diseases  which  obliged  the  committee  to  destroy 
books,  etc.,  and  in  some  instances  all  books,  papers,  etc.,  in  school 
rooms. 

4.  The  establishment  of  uniform  text-books  for  reading  and 
spelling  in  all  grades,  the  miscellaneous  character  of  the  books  in 
use  being  detrimental  to  best  results. 

5.  The  establishment  of  evening  school  made  necessary  an 
increased  demand  from  stock  of  general  supplies  which  are  includ¬ 
ed  in  amount  reported  as  expended  under  this  item. 

FUEL. 

The  increase  for  fuel  is  caused  partly  on  account  of  modern 
school  buildings  and  partly  by  reason  of  the  increase  in  the  cost 
of  coal,  and  also  the  severe  winter. 

REPAIRS  . 

In  regard  to  repairs,  we  endeavored  to  be  economical,  partic¬ 
ularly  from  the  fact  that  no  provision  was  made  by  the  town  for 
the  deficit  reported  last  year,  but  we  believe  this  to  be  question¬ 
able  policy,  as  many  of  the  buildings  have  been  built  many  years 
and  constant  repairs  are  needed. 

DEFICIT. 

In  our  report  last  year  we  reported  an  estimated  deficit  of 
$2,500.  As  the  report  of  the  committee  covered  the  period  from 
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December  31,  1901,  to  December  31,  1902,  and  as  the  appropria¬ 
tion  applies  until  April  1st,  it  can  be  seen  readily  that  any  amount 
unexpended  or  a  deficit  must  be  estimated.  We  made  as  liberal 
allowance  as  possible,  but  the  extremely  high  price  of  coal  during 
January,  February  and  March,  1903,  necessarily  increased  the 
amount  of  deficit,  and  instead  of  $2,500  it  was  $3,534.57. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  APPROPRIATION,  1904. 

We  respectfully  recommend  and  request  the  following  appro¬ 
priation  ($50,000),  viz.  : 

Salaries  of  teachers,  including  Superin¬ 


tendent,  Drawing  and  Music  .  .  $3,500  00

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Weymouth : 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  your  Board,  I  respectfully  sub 
mit  to  you  and  to  the  citizens  of  Weymouth  my  annual  report  of 
the  schools. 

First,  I  wish  to  touch  briefly  upon  some  of  the  ideals  and 
achievements  along  the  four  main  lines  of  school  work,  viz.  : 
Language,  Mathematics,  Science  and  History-Literature.  These 
groups  may  be  sub-divided  as  follows  : 

Language. — 1.  English,  spoken  and  written,  including  reading, 
composition,  spelling,  penmanship,  grammar  and  rhetoric. 

2.  Ancient  and  modern  foreign  languages. 

3.  Stenography  and  type- writing. 

4.  Drawing. 

5.  Music. 

6.  Manual  training. 

Mathematics. — 1.  Arithmetic. 

2.  Algebra. 

3.  Geometry  and  advanced  mathematics. 

Science. — 1.  Nature  study. 

2.  Geography. 

3.  Physiology. 

4.  Physics. 

5.  Chemistry. 

6.  Physiography,  etc. 

History-Literature. — 1.  Myths  and  fables.- 

2.  Gems  of  poetry  and  prose. 

3.  United  States  history. 

4.  English  history. 

5.  Ancient  history. 

6.  General  history. 

7.  American  and  English  literature. 
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While  courses  in  these  subjects  are  distinctly  outlined,  in  the 
actual  teaching  they  are  so  interdependent  that  each  helps  the 
others,  and  the  student  is  lead  to  a  realization  of  the  correlation 
of  all  subjects  of  knowledge. 

It  may  be  well  to  discuss  the  matter  in  the  three  stages  of 
primary,  grammar  and  high  school  work. 

PRIMARY  WORK. 

During  the  first  years  of  school  life  thought  is  expressed  largely 
by  doing  and  speaking,  the  written  expression  coming  later. 

The  child  is  encouraged  to  express  himself  about  matters  and 
things  in  which  he  is  interested.  The  teacher  teaches  mainly  by 
imitation.  She  talks  with  the  child,  using  simple  English  correct 
in  construction,  grammar  and  pronunciation.  She  helps  him,  lit¬ 
tle  by  little,  to  do  the  same.  She  tells  him  stories  of  the  nature- 
life  about  him,  reads  or  tells  him  myths  of  the  ancient  world,  the 
beginnings  of  history  in  the  childhood  of  civilization.  These  he 
retells  in  his  simple  language.  He  draws,  expressing  thoughts 
he  cannot  write.  He  makes  things  by  means  of  scissors  and 
thread  and  paste,  and  so  learns  definite  facts  of  form  and  color. 
He  siugs  rote  songs  of  childlife  and  of  nature.  He  is  led  to  ob¬ 
serve  the  simple  phenomena  of  nature  that  he  may  early  form 
habits  of  observation.  He  plays  games  involving  a  regard  for 
the  rights  of  others,  physical  training,  number,  music,  form  and 
color.  This  work  occupies  the  first  year  of  the  five  year-old. 
When  he  is  about  six  years  of  age  he  is  ready  to  add  to  his  ac¬ 
tivities  by  learning  to  read  and  to  do  simple  work  in  numbers. 

The  method  of  learning  to  read  is  as  follows  :  His  attention  is 
called  to  some  common  objects  and  their  names  written  for  him 
upon  the  black-board.  He  learns  to  recognize  the  words  and  to 
speak  them.  He  learns  the  sounds  represented  by  the  letters  of 
the  alphabet  and  by  combinations  of  letters.  He  learns  short 
sentences  made  from  the  words  he  knows.  Then  he  is  given  a 
book  containing  similar  words  and  sentences.  He  reads  several 
such  books  the  first  year.  The  last  of  the  year  he  learns  the 
alphabet ;  learns  to  spell  his  words  ;  learns  to  write  them  upon 
the  board  and  later  to  draw  them  in  large  hand  upon  paper.  By 
the  end  of  the  fourth  year  he  reads  and  writes  readily. 

He  takes  up  mathematics  ;  practices  counting  in  various  ways  ; 
learns  to  measure  quantity,  to  construct,  compare,  separate  and 
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estimate ;  learns  by  the  end  of  the  fourth  year  the  facts  and 
processes  of  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication  and  division. 

Thus  in  the  first  four  years  of  school  a  foundation  is  laid  upon 
which  the  later  structure  may  be  reared.  That  this  foundation 
should  be  well  laid  without  haste  or  waste  is  very  important.  The 
successful  accomplishment  of  these  aims  implies  a  high  degree  of 
culture,  training  and  skill  on  the  part  of  the  teacher.  A  high 
school  teacher  may  bungle  in  method  without  the  far  reaching  le- 
sults  which  would  follow  from  a  similar  blunder  in  the  primary 
school.  The  public  is  coming  to  demand  teachers  of  culture  and 
training  in  the  primary  grades  and  is  willing  to  pay  for  them. 

I  found  the  first  and  second  year  classes  in  this  town  in  advance 
of  similar  grades  in  many  other  towns,  in  reading  and  number, 
while  the  intermediate  grades  were  in  many  cases  below  the  usual 
standard.  Our  intermediate  grades  teachers  are  on  the  whole  as 
good  as  the  primary  teachers,  and  the  cause  for  the  poor  grade  of 
intermediate  work  must  be  sought  for  elsewhere.  There  is  a  tend¬ 
ency  to  hurry  the  children  in  the  first  year  or  two.  i^hey  aie 
put  immediately  upon  entering  school  at  five  years  of  age,  or  un¬ 
der,  upon  the  intensive  study  of  reading  and  arithmetic  to  the 
neglect  of  the  development  of  their  powers  of  observation,  imag¬ 
ination  and  expression.  The  result  of  this  haste,  or  wrong  order 
of  instruction,  -  is  seen  later  on  in  the  arrested  progress  of  the  in¬ 
termediate  grades.  When  I  consulted  the  primary  teachers  con¬ 
cerning  a  change  in  the  course,  they  replied  that,  unless  the  usual 
ground  were  covere  ,  parents  would  think  their  children  weie  not 
learning  anything.  This  is  another  illustration  of  the  fact  that 
the  schools  of  a  community  are  what  the  people  demand. 

According  to  the  regulations  of  the  Board,  children  are  first 
admitted  to  school  at  the  age  of  four  years,  eight  months.  Many 
are  sent  at  this  tender  age.  The  first  grade  work  of  the  course 
of  study  is  designed  for  children  of  six  years  of  age,  consequently 
in  most  of  the  first-year  rooms  there  is  a  sub-primary  division,  to 
which  work  suitable  for  these  little  ones  is  given.  In  some 
buildings  there  are  enough  of  these  small  people  to  fill  a  100m. 

GRAMMAR  WORK. 

The  work  of  the  primary  grades  well  done,  the  pupil  readily 
grasps  the  requirements  of  the  grammar  school.  In  the  eaily 
years  of  the  grammar  school  he  continues  his  language  study  and 
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follows  the  oral  with  the  written  expression  of  thought.  In  pen¬ 
manship  he  has  learned  the  correct  forms  of  the  letters  and  is 
ready  to  acquire  the  freedom  of  the  arm  and  muscular  movements. 
The  drill  of  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  years  should  pro¬ 
duce  rapid,  legible  penmanship.  He  writes  short  compositions 
and  friendly  and  business  letters ;  drills  upon  spelling,  oral  and 
written ;  enlarges  his  knowledge  of  literature  and  memorizes 
choice  selections  ;  drills  upon  expression  in  oral  delivery ;  learns 
facts  of  geography  and  history,  and  drills  upon  mathematical 
processes  for  accuracy  and  facility.  In  the  upper  grammar  grades 
he  begins  to  see  the  relations  of  words,  to  reason  more  clearly  in 
mathematics,  to  look  for  cause  and  effect  in  science  and  history, 
to  feel  the  spirit  in  literature  and  to  see  the  beautiful  in  nature 
and  in  art. 

Are  we  achieving  these  ideals  in  the  grammar  grades  ?  It  must 
be  confessed  that  in  many  things  we  fall  short  of  our  possibilities. 
Our  grammar  school  graduates  often  fail  in  accuracy  and  facility 
in  arithmetic,  in  the  ability  to  spell  and  to  express  themselves  in 
simple,  correct  English.  Many  have  not  acquired  a  taste  for 
good  reading ;  they  have  no  methods  of  research  when  they 
desire  information,  and  too  few  have  realized  those  two  important 
factors  in  any  person’s  success  in  life,  the  habit  of  hard  work 
and  sturdy  integrity  of  character. 

It  is  quite  possible  to  strengthen  these  weak  places,  and  next 
year’s  report  may  note  improvement  in  this  direction. 


HIGH  SCHOOL  WORK. 

In  Weymouth  a  comparatively  large  percentage  of  the  students 
are  found  in  the  high  school.  The  State  average  is  between  eight 
and  nine  per  cent,  of  the  total  enrollment.  In  Septembei  1903, 
oui  high  school  contained  over  eleven  per  cent.  ;  the  grammar 
grades,  fifth  to  ninth  years  inclusive,  over  forty-two  per  cent.  ; 
and  the  primary  grades  over  forty-six  per  cent,  of  our  total  en¬ 
rollment. 

The  high  school  student’s  work  is  a  continuation  of  his  previous 
study,  ever  enlarging  in  scope  and  deepening  in  content,  thus 
demanding  closer  application  and  increased  mental  power.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  this  time  his  work  in  any  one  year  has  been  mainly 
under  the  direction  of  a  single  teacher ;  now  he  recites  to  several 
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each  day.  He  is  thrown  more  upon  his  own  resources  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  his  lessons.  The  ninth  year  has  prepared  him  in 
some  measure  for  this,  while  the  tenth  year  teachers  realize  that 
he  is  not  yet  able  to  work  with  the  independence  of  a  later  year. 

In  the  high  school  the  student  is  called  upon  to  select  his  work 
from  a  list  of  possible  subjects. 

Tastes,  ability  and  plans  for  the  future  should  be  the  guide  in 
this  selection  of  courses.  If  possible  he  should  decide  upon  what 
he  would  like  to  do  after  graduation  from  the  high  school, 
whether  it  is  to  be  home,  business,  college,  technical  or  normal 
school,  and  if  one  of  the  higher  institutions  of  learning,  which 
one.  If  this  is  settled  at  the  outset,  he  can  bend  his  energies 
toward  a  definite  preparation,  and  so  save  time. 


WEYMOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL— PLAN  OF  WORK. 
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The  preceding  plan  of  high  school  work  was  adopted  during  the 
past  year . 

It  is  largely  elective.  A  student  may  make  his  own  selection 
of  the  required  amount  within  the  limits  of  the  daily  piogiam  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  principal.  Courses  in  stenography, 
typewriting  and  German  have  been  introduced.  Phe  business 
subjects  are  so  arranged  that  in  four  years  the  student  may  grad¬ 
uate  well  grounded  in  general  business  principles,  with  the  power 
to  express  himself  in  good  Knglish  and  with  a  working  knowledge 
of  French  or  German.  German  and  French  are  both  required 
for  entrance  to  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  At 
present  there  are  sixteen  Greek  students  in  the  high  school,  in 
three  classes,  requiring  over  half  the  time  of  one  teacher  to  in¬ 
struct.  The  colleges  now  offer  beginners’  Greek,  and  it  would 
seem  better  for  the  few  desiring  that  study  to  begin  it  in  college 
and  relieve  the  high  school  of  an  expensive  task. 

No  claim  is  advanced  that  the  above  course  is  perfect.  Im¬ 
provements  will  be  made  as  the  need  for  them  appears.  The  great 
merit  of  an  elective  course  is  that  it  gives  the  students  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  get  from  the  school  what  they  need,  or,  in  other  words, 
such  a  course  aims  to  make  the  school  of  more  service  to  the  in¬ 
dividual  student.  An  elective  course  offers  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity  for  special  work.  A  number  of  pupils  have  come  in  duiing 
the  year  for  special  work,  and  one  for  post  graduate  woik. 

The  New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board  has  given 
our  high  school  the  privilege  of  granting  entrance  certificates  to 

Amherst,  Bowdoin,  Dartmouth,  Tufts,  Mount  Holyoke,  Smith 
and  Wellesley  colleges,  and  to  Brown,  Wesleyan  and  Boston 
Universities.  A  special  certificate  privilege  has  been  ieeei\ed 
from  Vassar  College. 

Weymouth  High  School  graduates  to  the  number  of  forty- eight 
are  now  students  in  higher  institutions  of  learning,  distributed  as 
follows  :  Boston  University  10,  Tufts  7,  Massachusetts  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Technology  6,  Dartmouth  5,  Bridgewater  Normal  5,  Mt. 
Holyoke  3,  Harvard  2,  Brown  2,  Simmons  2,  Colorado  College 
1,  Vassar  1,  Wellesley  1,  Wesleyan  1,  Boston  Normal  1,  Wheel- 
ock’s  Kindergarten  Training  1. 

Weymouth  alumni  who  have  graduated  from  college  or  techni¬ 
cal  school  are  not  included  in  the  above  enumeration.

The  school,  with  the  approval  of  the  teachers,  has  adopted  the 
following  regulations  governing  the  membership  of  athletic  teams : 

Article  I.  Any  marked  breach  of  discipline  may,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  teachers,  be  sufficient  cause  for  removing  one’s 
name  from  the  list  of  eligible  players. 
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Art.  II.  No  pupil  in  the  school  shall  be  deprived  of  his  mem¬ 
bership  on  any  school  team  previous  to  the  first  bi-monthly 
report,  except  under  Article  I. 

Art.  III.  A  failure  to  maintain  a  general  scholarship  of  70% 
for  any  month,  beginning  October  1,  shall  remove  one’s  name 
from  the  list  of  eligible  players. 

Art.  IV.  Any  pupil’s  name  once  removed  from  the  list  for 
failure  to  maintain  an  average  of  70%  may  be  re-entered  upon 
the  list  of  eligible  players  at  the  end  of  the  first  month  during 
which  he  has  attained  such  a  rank. 

Art.  V.  By  a  special  vote  of  the  teachers  a  condition  may  be 
removed  before  the  end  of  the  month. 

Other  regulations  provide  that  the  manager  and  treasurer  shall 
be  selected  from  among  the  teachers. 

While  the  high  school  bends  its  energies  towards  fitting  the 
students  for  higher  institutions,  it  should  not  neglect  the  primary 
object  of  all  schools  supported  at  public  expense,  that  of  training 
its  charge  in  good  citizenship.  From  the  fourteenth  to  the 
eighteenth  year  inclusive  is  a  period  of  radical  change  in  the 
mental  and  physical  attributes  of  the  individual.  The  people 
with  whom  he  has  most  to  do,  those  to  whom  he  looks  for  instruc¬ 
tion  and  inspiration,  have  it  in  their  power  to  determine  which 
sort  of  the  youth’s  latent  instincts,  the  evil  or  the  good,  shall  come 
to  the  fore,  and  so  give  the  bent  to  his  whole  future  career.  It 
is  pre-eminently  the  opportunity  of  the  high  school  to  mould  man¬ 
ners  and  to  develop  character.  How  very  important,  then,  that 
the  high  school  teachers  should  be  men  and  women  of  broad 
sympathies,  true  refinement,  high  ideals  and  liberal  culture. 

This  brief  outline  of  school  work  will  serve  to  give  a  birdseye 
view  of  what  the  schools  are  attempting  to  do.  Every  normal 
child  should  complete  the  grammar  course  and  every  child  of  av¬ 
erage  ability  should  graduate  from  the  high  school.  Boys  espe¬ 
cially,  in  these  days  of  progress  in  trade  and  industry,  and  when 
broad  citizenship  is  more  than  ever  demanded  by  the  Republic, 
should  obtain,  at  least,  a  high  school  education. 

In  addition  to  what  has  already  been  said  of  the  general  work, 
a  few  words  in  regard  to  music  and  drawing  may  be  of  interest. 


Our  system  of  music  is  one  of  the  latest  published.  It  is  used 
in  Boston,  Worcester,  Brockton,  Holyoke,  Lynn,  Newton,  Quincy 
and  a  hundred  other  of  the  towns  and  cities  of  Massachusetts. 
In  the  lower  grades  the  work  seems  to  be  moving  smoothly,  but 
above  the  sixth  grade  the  results  are.  disappointing.  One  of  the 
causes  for  this  condition  in  the  grammar  grades  is  the  fact  that 
the  pupils’  voices  are  changing  and  their  uncertainty  of  tone  ren¬ 
ders  them  timid  in  expression.  In  the  high  school  only  one 
lesson  a  week,  and  that  devoted  wholly  to  chorus  practice,  is 
insufficient  to  keep  the  voices  in  training,  not  to  mention  any 
advance  in  musical  kmowledge. 

*  DRAWING  AND  MANUAL  TRAINING. 

The  supervisor  of  drawing,  Miss  Annie  A.  Robinson,  gives  two 
days  each  week  to  the  work  in  Weymouth.  Two  lessons  are 
given  in  the  high  school,  including  mechanical  and  free-hand 
drawing.  These  classes  number  about  fifty  pupils.  The  fifty 
rooms  below  the  high  school  each  receive  a  lesson  from  Miss  Rob¬ 
inson  about  once  in  three  weeks.  In  addition,  the  regular  teacher 
gives  two  lessons  a  week.  Miss  Robinson  holds  a  meeting  each 
week  after  school  for  the  instruction  of  the  teachers,  one  in  each 
section  of  the  town  each  month. 

The  results  in  drawing  are  very  satisfactory.  This  is  especial¬ 
ly  true  in  those  rooms  where  the  regular  teacher  has  had  training 
in  drawing  herself,  or  lacking  that,  is  willing  to  prepare  herself  to 
carry  out  the  supervisor’s  instructions. 

The  object  of  teaching  drawing  is  not  to  make  artists  any  more 
than  the  aim  in  teaching  reading  and  writing  is  to  produce  writers 
of  books.  If  a  child  gets  the  power  of  observation,  the  ability  to 
express  his  thought  by  a  drawing,  he  has  gained  a  new  language 
and  increased  his  brain  capacity.  Drawing  enters  into  all  the 
trades.  A  man  is  a  better  bricklayer  or  carpenter  if  he  can  sketch 
a  plan  of  what  he  has  in  his  head.  Some  people  earn  a  living  by 
drawing,  and  if  a  child  finds  through  the  work  in  school  that  he 
has  a  talent  for  drawing,  so  much  the  better.  How  much  richer 
is  a  human  soul  if  he  can  appreciate  the  beauty  which  the  Creator

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has  lavished  upon  the  earth  !  It  helps  him  to  be  happy,  and  to  be 
happy  makes  for  righteousness  and  content  and  good  citizenship. 

Drawing  is  a  kind  of  manual  training.  It  is  believed  by  wise 
people  that  any  country  to  be  a  leader  among  the  nations  of  the 
earth  during  the  twentieth  century  must  excel  in  industrial  and 
commercial  pursuits. 

The  great  powers  of  Europe  are  making  vast  strides  in  these 
directions,  and  they  are  educating  their  youth  at  great  expense  to 
meet  the  emergency.  Can  America  afford  to  lag  in  the  race  ? 
Can  New  England,  especially,  expect  to  win  on  any  other  lines? 
The  truth  is  we  must  train  the  hands  as  well  as  the  brains  of  the 
children,  that  we  may  be  able  to  successfully  compete  in  the 
markets  of  the  world. 

Through  the  public  spirit  of  the  citizens  of  the  south  village  a 
room  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  basement  of  the  Fogg  library  with 
sixteen  benches  for  woodworking.  Here  the  boys  of  the  seventh, 
eighth  and  ninth  grades  of  Wards  4  and  5  receive  one  lesson  a 
week  under  a  competent  instructor  in  manual  training.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  good  work  will  go  on  and  that  the  children  of 
other  parts  of  the  town  may  be  given  like  advantages. 

■ 

LIBRARY  AND  SCHOOL. 

One  way  to  have  a  public  library  grow  in  service  to  the  com- 
munity  is  to  train  the  young  people  in  its  use.  This  is  evidently 
the  opinion  of  our  librarians,  for  they  have  extended  every  courtesy 
to  teachers  and  pupils,  and  have  sought  in  many  ways  to  have  the 
libraries  supplement  the  work  of  the  schools.  From  the  Tufts 
library  boxes  containing  some  twenty-five  books  have  been  sent 
to  many  school  buildings  at  a  distance  from  the  library.  These 
books  have  been  used  by  the  scholars  for  a  term  and  then 
exchanged  for  fresh  volumes.  I  wish  to  extend  the  thanks  of  the 
School  Department  to  the  library  authorities  for  their  aid  to  the 
schools. 

MORAL  AND  RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION. 

At  the  present  time  much  is  said  about  the  moral  and  religious 

teaching  of  children,  and  opinions  differ  as  to  just  what  is  the 
proper  function  of  the  public  school  in  this  respect.  Undoubtedly 
the  school  should  share  in  the  great  work,  but  the  home,  the 
church  and  the  community  are  also  responsible. 
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A  well  conducted  school  by  its  organization,  discipline  and  in¬ 
struction  instills  numerous  virtues,  such  as  order,  regularity, 
punctuality,  obedience,  industry,  perseverance,  neatness,  respect 
for  law  and  proper  authority,  regard  for  the  rights  of  others,  jus¬ 
tice,  patriotism,  truthfulness,  integrity,  temperance  and  purity. 
The  great  moral  force  of  a  school  is  the  personality  of  the 
teacher.  Those  who  regard  religion  as  essentially  *a  manner  of 
life  claim  that  the  schools  do  teach  religion,  while  those  who  re¬ 
gard  religion  as  largely  institutional  think  that  the  public  schools 
are  Godless,  because  no  instruction  in  religious  dogma  is  at¬ 
tempted. 

United  States  Commissioner  of  Education  Dr.  Wm.  T.  Harris 
makes  a  distinction  between  religious  and  secular  instruction. 
He  says  that  the  most  value  accrues  from  the  study  of  the  usual 
subjects  of  knowledge  when  the  student  approaches  his  work  in 
an  enquiring  and  critical  attitude  of  mind.  Religious  truth,  on 
the  other  hand,  appealing  to  the  spiritual  nature,  is  best  received 
in  an  exalted  frame  of  mind,  that  the  revelation  may  touch  the 
soul.  Such  truth  should  be  taught  authoritatively.  He  con¬ 
cludes  that  to  attempt  to  teach  religious  and  secular  truth  in  the 
same  way  or  at  the  same  time  is  detrimental  to  the  best  results  in 
either. 

One  thing  is  certain  that  with  the  decline  of  home  training  and 
the  increase  of  the  influences  from  the  street  a  much  greater  bur¬ 
den  is  thrust  upon  the  school  and  the  church.  This  increased  re- 
ponsibility  the  school  is  trying  to  meet  in  various  ways ;  by  rais¬ 
ing  the  standards  for  teachers,  by  improving  the  courses  of  study, 
by  providing  more  healthful  and  attractive  school  buildings  and 
surroundings,  and,  in  the  large  cities  especially,  by  extending 
educational  influences  through  vacation  schools,  athletics,  school 
gardens  and  evening  sessions  conducted  on  social  lines. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

In  the  primary  and  grammar  grades  the  text-books  were  scanty 
and  in  poor  condition.  Pbey  differed  in  kind  in  the  several  wards. 
The  effect  of  this  lack  of  uniformity  was  felt  when  the  pupils  from 
different  schools  came  together  in  the  upper  classes.  It  was  dif¬ 
ficult  for  them  to  work  together  because  of  the  lack  of  a  common 
preparation  in  the  essentials.  Little  good  reading  material  existed 
in  the  grammar  grades.  This  need  has  been  partially  supplied. 
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Much  attention  is  being  given  to  reading  and  to  the  study  of 
good  literature.  Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  contagious  diseases 
in  some  schools  many  books  have  been  burned.  For  these  various 
reasons  the  amount  expended  for  text-books  has  been  large. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  law  requires  children  to  attend  school  and  the  authorities 
are  in  duty  bound  to  take  every  precaution  to  protect  their  life 
and  health  while  in  school.  The  buildings  and  their  surroundings 
should  be  kept  in  proper  sanitary  condition  and  be  provided  with 
adequate  means  of  exit  in  case  of  fire.  As  far  as  possible  chil¬ 
dren  should  be  protected  from  exposure  to  contagious  diseases, 
and  it  is  an  excellent  thing  for  the  teacher  to  know  the  physical 
condition  of  each  pupil.  A  child  is  often  called  stupid  when  the 
trouble  is  due  to  defective  sight  or  hearing  or  adenoid  growths, 
or  some  other  physical  defect  unknown  to  parents  or  teachers. 
This  calls  for  expert  inspection  such  as  a  physician  alone  can  give. 
If  on  the  Board  of  Health  there  was  a  physician  who  could  make 
the  rounds  of  the  schools,  and  upon  whom  the  teachers  might  call 
for  advice  in  special  cases,  a  decided  benefit  would  accrue  to  the 
children  in  the  prevention  of  disease.  This  is  not  intended  as  a 
reflection  upon  our  present  Board  of  Health,  who  are  as  efficient 
as  people  without  special  medical  education  and  experience  can 
be.  I  believe  they  will  heartily  indorse  my  recommendation 
because  they  realize  more  fully  than  others  the  great  need  that 
exists  for  expert  medical  supervision  of  the  schools. 


METHODS  OF  MARKING  AND  PROMOTING  PUPILS. 

The  method  formerly  in  vogue  was  to  promote  from  the  per  cent, 
obtained  by  the  pupil  in  a  written  examination  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year.  This  plan  was  thought  to  be  unfair  to  the  child 
who  could  not  express  himself  easily  in  writing  or  who  might 
not  be  feeling  well  at  the  time.  It  subjected  the  child  to  a  severe 
nervous  strain  to  which  physicians  objected.  It  encouraged  “cram¬ 
ming  ”  and  placed  the  emphasis  upon  memory  rather  than  ability, 
and,  at  best,  discovered  what  the  child  didn’t  know  rather  than 
what  he  did  know.  The  method  now  in  use  in  our  schools  is  very 
different.  The  teacher  keeps  a  weekly  record  of  the  child’s  work, 
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manual,  oral  and  written.  The  record  is  the  teacher’s  estimate 
of  the  pupil’s  accomplishment,  and  is  expressed  for  convenience 
in  figures  on  the  basis  of  one  hundred,  twenty  points  to  the 
hundred.  For  example,  the  pupil  receives  for  his  week’s  work  in 
a  given  subject  65,  70,  75  or  80,  etc.,  according  to  the  teacher’s 
'  judgment  of  the  value  of  the  work.  These  figures  are  not  given 
to  the  child.  Once  in  eight  weeks  cards  are  sent  home  to  the 
parent  bearing  the  average  of  these  estimates  expressed  in  letters. 
B  means  50  or  below,  P  from  50  to  70,  F  from  70  to  80,  G  80 
to  90,  E  90  or  over.  A  plus  sign  following  P  indicates  65. 
This  allows  a  difference  of  two  points  between  each  letter.  The 
ranks  are  made  public  by  letters  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  the 
petty  rivalries  which  often  cause  nervous  strain  and  unpleasant 
feeling  between  ambitious  children.  The  teacher  will,  however, 
give  to  any  parent  who  requests  it  the  rank  in  figures. 

In  addition  to  the  bi-monthly  report  card,  the  teachers  use  a 
special  blank,  which  is  sent  to  the  parent  monthly  if  the  child  is 
poor  in  his  work,  deportment  or  attendance.  To  secure  uncondi¬ 
tional  promotion  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  pupil’s  five  bi-monthly 
ranks  should  average  at  least  70  out  of  a  possible  100. 

At  the  close  of  the  first  half  of  the  school  year  in  February  a 
general  review  of  the  work  done  since  September  is  taken.  Just 
before  this  review  the  teachers  recommend  to  the  principal  and 
superintendent  any  pupils  who  have  been  doing  advanced  work  in 
their  classes  with  a  view  to  “double”  promotion.  The  work  of 
these  pupils  is  examined,  and  if  everything  seems  favorable  they 
are  placed  in  the  next  higher  grade  on  trial,  and  they  take  the 
review  work  with  that  grade.  If  their  ability  warrants,  they  are 
allowed  to  complete  the  year  with  the  class  and  to  go  on  with  that 
grade  in  September.  Double  promotion  can  be  most  easily  taken 
in  the  intermediate  grades.  Children  are  also  placed  in  the  class 
above  or  in  the  class  below  at  any  time  when,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  teacher,  principal  and  superintendent  such  change  would  be 
a  benefit. 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  system  of  marking  and  promotion  is 
designed  to  give  each  child  credit  for  all  that  he  does,  and  to  make 
his  industry  and  ability  the  measure  of  his  progress. 
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TEACHERS’  SALARIES. 

Oar  teachers  are  a  faithful,  industrious,  and  enthusiastic  corps 

of  workers.  The  public  demands  much  more  of  teachers  now 

than  formerly.  They  are  obliged  to  spend  several  more  years  in 

preparation,  and  their  work  requires  more  nervous  energy  and  many 

hours  outside  of  school  each  day.  They  are  obliged  to  keep  up 

with  the  times  by  reading  books  and  papers,  by  attending  conven- 

• 

tions  and  lectures,  by  travel,  and  by  work  in  summer  schools. 
They  are  expected  to  dress  in  good  taste,  to  live  well,  in  short,  to 
be  people  of  refinement.  All  this  takes  money.  Few,  if  any, 
have  the  strength  or  opportunity  to  earn  anything  during  vacations. 
On  the  contrary  vacation  is  their  only  time  for  extra  study  and 
travel.  As  soon  as  the  teacher  fails  in  health,  eyes  grow  dim,  or 
ears  grow  dull,  he  is  unfitted  for  his  work  and  finds  himself  with¬ 
out  money  or  means  of  livelihood. 

The  day  laborer  at  two  dollars  a  day  in  three  hundred  working 
days  receives  six  hundred  dollars.  The  maximum  salary  of  our 
teachers  below  the  seventh  grade  is  four  hundred  and  seventy-five 
dollars  a  year.  It  ought  to  be  at  least  five  hundred  dollars  a  year. 

EVENING  SCHOOL. 

In  compliance -with  the  demands  of  the  State  law,  an  evening 
school  was  opened  in  the  Franklin  School  Building,  East  Wey¬ 
mouth,  November  3,  1903.  The  school  sessions  were  held  on 
Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  evenings  of  each  week,  from 
7.30  to  9.15.  The  first  week  witnessed  an  average  attendance  of 
98  pupils,  with  5  teachers  in  charge.  By  the  second  week  the 
attendance  was  reduced  to  73,  and  afterwards  steadily  decreased. 
The  average  attendance  for  November,  December  and  January 
was  34. 

Work  in  arithmetic,  English  (including  reading,  spelling,  pen¬ 
manship,  composition  and  grammar),  United  States  history,  geo¬ 
graphy,  bookkeeping  and  drawing  was  offered.  Teachers  from 
among  our  most  skilful  day-school  instructors  were  employed,  and 
the  rooms  were  well  lighted  and  heated. 

Many  of  those  who  at  first  applied  were  evidently  attracted  by 
the  novelty  of  the  thing,  and  the  desire  for  a  “good  time.” 
Others  became  impatient  before  the  task  of  organizing  the  work 
for  such  a  motley  collection  of  students  could  be  completed. 
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Many  had  attended  the  day  schools  for  from  eight  to  twelve 
years,  and  desired  more  advanced  work  than  the  above-mentioned 
subjects  include,  and  only  a  few  possessed  the  necessary  perse¬ 
verance  and  energy  to  attend  regularly.  One  small  class  of 
illiterate  foreigners,  compelled  by  law  to  attend,  made  rapid 
progress  in  reading  and  speaking  English. 

THE  COST  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

It  is  worth  while  to  look  carefully  at  the  facts  of  school  expend¬ 
iture  that  we  may  know  how  and  where  the  money  goes.  In  round 
numbers  : 

The  appropriation  was  .  .  .  $50,000  00 

Salaries  of  62  teachers  and  superin¬ 
tendent  ..... $35,000  00 

Salaries  of  13  Janitors  .  .  .  3,500  00 

-  38,500  00 

$11,500  00 

This  leaves  some  $11,500  to  pay  for  fuel,  to  keep  the  eighteen 
buildings  in  repair,  and  to  buy  text-books  and  supplies  for  the 
over  twenty-two  hundred  school  children  enrolled  in  our  schools. 
A  little  thought  will  convince  any  one  that  there,  cannot  be  much 
unnecessary  expenditure  by  the  school  department. 

I  will  close  with  an  expression  of  gratitude  for  the  courtesy 
shown  me  by  the  board,  the  teachers,  the  pupils  and  the  towns¬ 
people.  I  have  been  frequently  encouraged  by  the  evident  in¬ 
terest  manifested  by  the  citizens  in  their  public  schools.

APPENDICES. 


I.  School  Laws  in  Brief. 

1.  All  children  between  7  and  14,  unless  sick,  feeble-minded, 
at  an  approved  private  school,  or  otherwise  instructed  in  branches 
required  by  law,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  School  Committee, 
must  attend  the  public  school  during  the  entire  time  of  each 
school  year.  Penalty  to  parent  or  guardian  for  failure  in  attend¬ 
ance  for  five  days’  sessions  within  any  period  of  six  months,  $20. 
— Revised  Laws ,  Chap.  44,  Sect.  1. 

2.  No  child  under  14  shall  be  employed  “in  any  factory, 
workshop,  or  mercantile  establishment.”  “  No  such  child  shall 
be  employed  in  any  work  performed  for  wages  or  other  compen¬ 
sation”  during  the  hours  when  the  public  school  is  in  session,  nor 
before  six  o’clock  in  the  morning,  nor  after  seven  in  the  evening. 
—Chap.  106,  Sect.  28. 

3.  No  child  under  16  shall  be  employed  in  any  factory,  work¬ 
shop  or  mercantile  establishment  without  a  certificate  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  He  must  present  an  employment 
ticket  from  the  person  who  wishes  to  employ  him,  on  applying 
for  a  certificate.  The  father,  if  living  and  a  resident,  must  sign 
the  certificate  of  age;  if  not,  the  mother;  if  neither,  the 
guardian. — Chap.  106,  Sects.  29,  30,  31,  32. 

4.  Children  between  seven  and  sixteen  must  either  attend 
school  or  be  regularly  employed. — Chap.  46,  Sect.  4. 

5.  Whenever  a  child  is  absent  from  school  for  the  whole  or  a 
part  of  a  session  a  written  excuse  stating  cause  of  absence,  and 
signed  by  parent  or  guardian,  must  be  presented  by  the  pupil  on 
his  return  to  school. — Chap.  44,  Sect.  1. 

6.  “A  pupil  who  is  not  present  during  at  least  half  of  the  ses¬ 
sion  shall  be  marked  and  counted  as  absent  for  that  session.” — 
Chap.  43,  Sect.  10. 

7.  While  a  public  evening  school  is  maintained  in  a  city  or 
town  in  which  any  minor  who  is  over  fourteen  years  of  age  and 
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who  does  not  have  a  school  certificate  resides,  no  person  shall 
employ  him  unless  he  is  a  regular  attendant  at  such  evening 
school  or  a  day  school.  Any  minor  not  holding  a  certificate  shall 
furnish  to  his  employer  a  record  of  his  attendance  each  week 
while  the  evening  school  is  in  session.  Unexcused  absences  from 
the  evening  school  shall  be  deemed  irregular  attendance.  Fine 
,  to  parent  or  guardian,  $20,  and  to  employer,  $100. — Revised 
Laws ,  Cliap.  183 ,  Sect.  35 

8.  Children  must  be  vaccinated  before  attending  school,  but  a 
certificate  from  a  regular  physical!,  saying  a  child  is  an  unfit  sub¬ 
ject  for  vaccination,  allows  attendance. 

No  child  can  attend  school  from  a  household  in  which  there  is 
a  case  of  smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  measles,  or  from 
a  household  exposed  to  a  coutagion  from  a  household  as  afore¬ 
said.  Two  weeks  after  the  death,  removal  or  recovery  of  the 
patient  in  a  case  of  the  first  three  mentioned,  or  three  days  after 
in  a  case  of  measles,  the  child  may  return  on  presentation  of  a 
certificate  from  the  attending  physican  or  from  the  Board  of 
Health. — Chap.  44,  Sect.  6. 

9.  “A  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age  who  persistently  vio¬ 
lates  the  reasonable  regulations  of  the  sshool  which  he  attends,  or 
otherwise  persistently  misbehaves  therein,  so  as  to  render  himself 
a  fit  subject  for  exclusion  therefrom,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an 
habitual  school  offender  and  may  upon  complaint  by  a  truant  offi¬ 
cer,  and  conviction  thereof,  be  committed,  if  a  boy,  to  a  county 
truant  school  for  not  more  than  two  years,  or  to  the  Lyman  school 
for  boys,  and,  if  a  girl,  to  the  state  industrial  school  for  girls.” — 
Chap.  46,  Sect.  5. 

10.  Every  child,  of  whatever  age,  enrolled  as  a  member  of  a 
public  school  is  subject  to  the  regulations  governing  the  attend¬ 
ance  and  behavior  of  the  other  pupils  of  the  school,  and  the  at¬ 
tendance  officers  shall  enforce  the  same. — Chap.  44, Sect.  3 ; 
Chap.  46,  Sects.  4,  13. 

11.  “The  last  regular  session  prior  to  Memorial  Day,  or  a 
portion  thereof,  shall  be  devoted  to  exercises  of  a  patriotic  na¬ 
ture.” —  Chap.  42,  Sect.  20. 

12.  A  United  States  flag,  not  less  than  four  feet  in  length, 
shall  be  displayed  on  the  schoolhouse  grounds  or  building  every 
school  day,  when  the  weather  will  permit,  and  on  the  inside  of  the 
schoolhouse  on  other  school  days. — Chap.  42,  Sect.  50. 
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Selections  from  the  Regulations  of  the  School  Committee. 

Sect.  40.  Every  pupil  is  expected  to  attend  school  punctually 
and  regularly ;  to  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  school ;  to 
observe  good  order  and  propriety  of  deportment ;  to  be  diligent, 
respectful  to  teachers,  and  kind  and  obliging  to  school-mates  ;  to 
refrain  entirely  from  the  use  of  profane  and  vulgar  language  ;  to 
be  clean  and  neat  in  person  and  clothing ;  and  when  dismissed  at 
the  close  of  each  session  to  go  promptly  and  quietly  home,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  parents  or  guardian. 

Sect.  44.  In  the  school  room  the  teacher  has  exclusive  control 
of  his  pupils. 

He  may  rightfully  exercise  the  same  full  control  over  his  pupils 
at  any  time  while  they  are  on  any  part  of  the  school  premises. 

While  the  pupils  are  on  their  way  to  and  from  the  school,  the 
authority  of  the  teacher  is  concurrent  with  that  of  the  parent  or 
guardian. 

Sect.  47.  Corporal  punishment  shall  not  be  administered  dur¬ 
ing  the  session  in  which  the  offence  is  committed,  nor  in  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  other  children. 

Sect.  48.  Detention  of  children,  (a)  No  child  shall  be  de¬ 
tained,  under  any  pretext,  at  the  close  of  the  morning  session, 
and  teachers  are  expected  to  see  that  children  do  not  loiter  upon 
the  streets  near  the  school  building ;  (b)  No  child  shall  be  de¬ 

tained  more  than  thirty  minutes  after  the  close  of  the  afternoon 
session,  nor  below  the  tenth  grade,  be  allowed  to  remain  of  his 
own  volition  over  thirty  minutes  without  previous  arrangement 
with  parent  or  guardian.
